The Reinterment of Napoleon IIL 

The mausoleum at Farnborough erected by 
the Empress Eugenie for the reception of the 
remains of Napoleon III and the prince im- 
perial will be completed in a few weeks, and 
the reinterment, which is expected will be 
attended by some members of the royal 
family, will then take place. Tho church, 
which is close to the empress’ residence at 
Farnborough, is built in the flamboyant style 
of architecture, while the crypt is of the 
Twelfth century style. The Qoor of the erypt 
is laid in solid marble, and the two sarco- 
phagi ore of red granite, That forthe recep- 
tion of the late emperor's remains was pre- 
sented by the queen. The tombs are placed 
on either side of the crypt, and there isa 
massive white stone altar at the head of the 
sepulcher. Adjoining the church is the priory, 
which has just been completed, and in which 
the prior (Father Ambrose) and other priests 
have already taken up their residence.—

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THE CIVIC CONTEST 


The Mayoralty election has rosulted in 
the returo, by a small majority, of Dr. 
Willson, and as the majority must rule, we 
loyally bow to their decision, The result 
turned chiofly on the personal popularity 
of the candidates, and therefore, wo have 
reason to beliore, it was an amicable one 
and no bitter feolings will remain, Had 
Mr. Diamond sought popularity—had he 

’ subordinate’ his sense of what he belioved, 
during his long carcer in the Council, to be 
right, to a desire to win popular favor, tho 
result might have beon ditforent, As 1b 1s, 
however, ho can congratulate himself on 
tho fact that/he has no dereliction of duty 
to reproach himself with, and that he re- 
ceived the support of vory nearly one-half 
of the ratepayers who cast their ballots, 

Dr. Willson will find the office to which 
he has beon olected no sinecure. The 
duties thereof will require a great deal of 
his time and attention for their proper dis- 
charge, and if it should be in the power of 
the Inre.uicencer to aid him in conserv- 
ing or forwarding the interests of the city, 
wo will gladly assist him in doing so. 

There are comparatively few changes in 
the Council, namely five; and of these 
three have been brought about by the re- 
tlroment of Alderman Diamord, Smeaton 
and Fellowes. Only two of the old mem- 
bers wore defeated, namely Aldermen 
Keith in Samson Ward and Lazier in 
Ketcheson Ward. Of the newly elected 
mombers but three—namely Messrs. Fost- 
er, Starling and Ross are new to municipal 
life. Messrs. Smith and Hanley are old 
Councillors. Mr. Hanley has the distinc- 
tion of leading the Aldermanic poll with a 
total of 280 votes. 

Politically the Council is compose) f— 
including the Mayor—14 Conservatives 
and 8 Reformers. 

There is no lack of good material in the 
Council of 1888, and we look to them with 
confidence for the able and satisfactory 
conduct of our municipal affairs during 
their term of office.

THE WOMEN'S VOTE. 


The extension of the franchise to the 
female sex in municipal affairs was watched 
with interest, and when it was found that 
a large majority took advantage of their 
: prerogative, it was considered by many 
thatia new era in elections had arrived, 
when the female yote, which it was rightly 
estimated would in the main be cast upon 
the side of morality and temperance, would, 
being almost a unit, have the balance of 
power within its grasp. The election of 
t Mayor Howland last year in Toronto was 
considered due obiefly to the female vote, 
but it is evident from the Toronto elections 
and our local elections for 1888, both for 
Mayor and Aldermen, that the ladies had 
overestimated their strength. It is true 
thats “bummer” or an immoral man would 
feel the weight of their power, but with 
such candidates as were in the field in this 
city the female vote hada reflex influence, 
as both Ald. Diamond and the Alder- 
manic candidates they supported without 
consent, were handicapped with the vote, 
} particularly in the Aldermanic contests, as 

: many ‘‘ plumpers” were given to other can- 
didates, simply because the ladies had made 
their sélection, and voters feared the effect 
upon their favorite candidates, In fact, 
many pronounced temperance men hurled 
the ladies’ fiat in their teeth, aud worked 
with a will for the candidates who were re- 
j by the women yoters. That the la- 

ies have a power in the franchise for good 
no one will question, but thelr all but com- 
plete failure yesterday should teach them 
that that power suould be used with dis- 
cretion, and can only be effective when 
some moral question is at atake. 


THE ELECTION TRIALS. 


The Conservatives have had decidedly 

the best of the appeals which have been 

ad made to the election courts against the re- 
turn of candidates for the Commons who 
were elected in February last. Two of 
their mombers-elect haye been sustained 
in their seats because of the absence of 
corruption in their elections, whilst of the 
Grits whose seats have been contested in 
court, not one has, up to the time of writ- 
Ing, successfully passed the ordeal, Pro- 
tests against the elections of seven support- 
ers of the Government have so far been 
tried. The result has beon the unseating 
of three members, the confirmation of 
two in their seats, one seat vacated by 
mutual consent, and one case in which 
judgment has not as yet been given. Of 
the protests againat Grit members, sevon 
have been tried, the result being the un- 
seating of six mombers, with ono 
case undecided. This is very satisfac. 
ry, as showing that the Oonserva- 
tive party, although making no 
special proclamation of their purity in elec. 
tion matters, have yet been guilty of cor- 
ruption to a much smaller degree than the 
bypocritical Grits, who havo had the 
audacity to arrogate to themsclves the de- 
signation “The Party of Purity.” The im- 
‘pudence and untruthfulness of this assump- 
tion have been shown subsequent to every 
election contest since 1874—when elestion 
protests were first tried in court—butit is 
evident that no improvement has taken 
place and no indication has been given that 
avy improvoment Is to be expected in that 
regard in the Grit party. Preachers of 
moralty and practicers of corruption they 


thore will be no abatement in the loudness 
of their professions. The people, how- 
ever, have come, as tho result of experience, 
to entimale these solf-styled puriata at thoir

Sir John’s Gov't has had a atanding offer 
on our Statute books for 10 years, by which 
he offors to the United Stites —not fo Great 
Britain—a reciprocity in trade. This offer 
certainly discriminates ayaiast Great Brit- 
ain. 

This assortion is founded on a section of 
the Customs Act of 1879, which wan re° 
enacted in 1886, and provides as follows 

Any or all of the following things, that 
is toway, animals of all kinds, green fruit, 
hay, straw, bran, seods of all kinds, vege: 
tablea (including potatoes and other roots), 
planta, treesand shrubs, oval 
salt, hops, wheat, peas and beans, 

, oats, Indian corn, buck all 

h np, flour of wheat and flour of rye, 
ones abd oatmeal, and flour or meal 
of avy other grain, butter, cheese, fish 
salted or amoked), lard, tallow, meats 
fresh, salted or smuked), and lumber may 
be imported into Canada free of duty, or 
at a less rate of duty than is provided by 
thia Act, upon proclamation of the Gov- 
ernor in Council, which may be issued 
whenever it appears to his satisfaction that 
similar articles from Canada may be im- 

into the United States free of duty, 
or at a rate of duty not exceeding that pay- 
able on the same under such proclamation 
when imported into Canada. 42 V., oc. 15, 
s. 6. 
A careful reading of the above shows that 
there is no warrant for the assumption that 
the offer of reciprocity in such articles a8 
are named in the Customs Act is limited to 
the United States. True, it is provided 
that the abolition or reduction of the duty 
is dependent upon the action of our neigh- 
bers ; but in case of their favorable response 
what jis, provided by our law ? That 
the articles named ** may be imported into 
4* Canada free of duty, or at 8 less rate of 
«duty than is provided by this Act.” But, 
phe reader will observe, there is no limita- 
tion as to the reduction or removal 
duties in such cases. lt is not provided 
that the tariff, if so altered, will apply to

United States only ; therefore it is clear 
that it must be applicable to all the world. 
If the Gazette's correspondent doubts thi® 
interpretation of our statute—if he really 
imagines that our Government, in present- 
ing this provision to Parliament in 1879 
and again in 1886, proposed to discrimin- 
ate against Great Britain by excluding her 
from the projected arrangement for reci- 
procal trade—let him remember that no 
proposal for such discrimination has ever 
been made by or on behalf of any Goyern- 
ment in Oanada, All articles which were 
admitted into Canada free of duty under 
the Feciprocity treaty of 1864 were also 
admitted free from all the rest of the world, 
and the late Hon. Ge. Brown indignantly 
repudiated the idea that, in his negotiations 
for a treaty, which included manufactures, 
in 1874, he even contemplated discrimina- 
tion against the mother country. The 
wording of our statute, and the history of 
all negotiations for reciprocity between 
Oanada and the United States, show con- 
clusively that the supposition that the 
Customs Act ‘‘offers to the United States— 
**not to Great Britain—a reciprocity in 
“trade” Is erroneous and purely imaginary, 


BRIBERY AT ELECTIONS. 


We have already referred to the result of 
the different election trials in Ontario, in 
which it was chown that the Grit party 
carried their elections by the most unblush-

The Sale of Standard Works 

Recently a table was published, giving the 

comparative sales of authors, as gathered 
from the business of a prominent concern. A 
reporter obtained from a salesman in the om 
ploy of a large news company of New York, 
a list of sales based on the number of coples 
of Charles Dickens’ works that are sold by 
that firm. The following table shows that 
the company sells on the average: 

Dickens, 600; Mary J. Holmes, 400; Loulsa 
M. Alcott, 450; Sir Walter Scott, 250; Thack- 
erny, 40; Bulwer, 80; Mrs, E, D, N. Seuth- 
worth, 100; A. W. Tourges, 50; Cooper, 50; 
Hawthorne, 80; Edward Eggleston, 30; Mar 
ion Crawford, 50; R. L. Stevenson, 40; Helen 
Hunt Jackson, 40; Frances Hodgson Burnott, 
20; H, Rider Haggard, 20; Pansy books 
(Lothrop), 5; Beecher, 10; H. Beecher Stowe, 
180, May Agnes Fleming, 110; Law Wallace, 
200; George Elliot, 85; Marion Harland, 10); 
George W. Cable, 10; F. R. Stockton, 20; W 
D. Howells, 20; William Black, 12; R. D 
Blackmore, 12; T. B. Aldrich, 10; Wilkie 
Collins, 8; Charles Reade, 10; Fielding, 9; 
Henry James, 2; Honry George, 5; Mra Au- 
gusta Evans, 20; Spurgeon, 20; Talmage, 10. 

Tho salesman commented, as ho went down 
the list, as follows: 

“Edward Eggleston's sales have fallon off 
largely; sells only in the holidays, Marion 
Crawford's new book sells well. Helen 
Hunt Jackson will always sell. The demand 
for Harriet Beecher Stowe's ‘Uncle Tom's 
Cabin’ is as steady as clockwork. ‘Ben Hur’ 
is one of the most reliable books to sell we 
have ever bad. H. Rider Haggard sells in 
spurts, The sales of Dickens, Thackeray, 
Scott and Bulwer scarcely vary from year to 
year. They areas much a standard article 
as flour or groceries. 

“The most remarkable book we have sold,” 
said the salesman, ‘‘is ‘Mr. Barnes, of New 
York.’ We have sold 5,000 a week since its 
first appearance, and have beon from 8,000 to 
10,000 behind our orders all the while. As it 
is the first book of the author the sale is be- 
yond all precedent." 

The company sells for all classes of pub- 
lishors, except those that sell on subscription 
and on installments. The former do not 
properly come into comparison, but the lat- 
ter publish works of a purely literary char- 
acter. The figures as to the sales of the lat- 
ter are remarkable. One installment house 
has agencies in nearly every state in the 
Union. It gives the following figures of 
sales cf standing authors in ono year: Dick- 
ens; 50,000 sets, six volumes in a set, $10 a set. 
This number bas been sold for seven years 
consecutively. Scott, 30,000 seta, nine vol- 
umes, at $12; Thackeray, 27,000 sets, eight 
volumes, at $12; Charles Lever, 12,000 sets, 
nine volumes, at $12; Shakespeare, 27,000 
sets, eight volumes, at $12; William Carleton, 
the Irish author, 90,000 sets, three volumes, 
at 65. This represertts the total sales of this 
author, and not the sales per annum. 

From this it appears that $500,000 is spent 
in this country each year for Dickens in one 
style, $360,000 for Scott, $324,000 for Thack- 
eray, 144,000 for Lever, $324,000 for Shake 


speare, $450,000 for Mr. Carleton in seven J 


years. Agents report that fully one-half the 
families possess Dickens’ works.—New York 
Press, 


Winter Prognostications. 

Turtles have been discovered imbedded 
only nine inches in the mud, hence the win- 
ter will be a light one. An old residenter 
down in Cumberland county has found the 


discolored head of a large spike in the giz- » 


rard of a hen; therefore the winter will be a 
hard one, When nails, horseshoes, flat irons, 
etc., are found at this season of the year in 
the gizzard of the well regulated hen it is an 
unfailing sign that the winter will bea hard 
one, The man who gets out his square and 


compass and takes the latitude and longitude | 


of the melt of the butchered hog has not been 
so scientifically industrious as usual this sea- 
son, but enough has been gleaned to show 
that the melt this year is situnte one degree 
north of the gall, pointing thence three de- 
grees westerly to a rib. Hence the winds 
will be northwesterly, strong and cold to 


brisk, sbifting to northwesterly and from | 


thence to north, and thence down over the 
fence and out. On the other hand, it has 
been shown that the cucumber seeds have 
been more oblong than usual this year, that 
the hickory nut shucks have been thin and 
the covering of onions loose and baggy, and 
cut low inthe neck. The winds, therefore, 
will be light and low, and the winter as open 
asabarn. Very little oil is observed to stick 
to the featbers of the ducks that bathe in Oil 
creek this month; hence the ice gorge at the 
Rynd farm next spring will be greater or 
less, as tho case may be. Other indications 
equally reliable might be cited, but these will 
suffice for the present.—Oil City Blizzard 


Cracks ip the Washington Monolith. 

The base of the monument shaft itself eon- 
tinues to show more markedly as time goes 
on the weight of the tremendous shaft above 
it. The meeting edges of the buge marble 
blocks are splitting and crumbling away into 
small pieces, and are seamed, scarred and 
cracked by the enormous pressure upon them 
Through these crevices the cement or other 
foreign matter has penetrated, causing dis- 
colored blotches upon the white marble. 
Whetber this crumbling process, which is 
continually going on, will eventually impair 
the stability of the shaft is a serious question. 
Never in the history of the world has a foun- 
dation of any kind had to support so stu- 
pendous a4 pressure as rests upon the base 
of the Washington monolith.—Wasbington 
Herald. 


Consumption of Raisins. 

The United States is the largest consuming 
country of raisins in the world, and reliable 
authorities estimate the consumption at about 
2,000,000 boxes of about twenty pounds each, 
which, at an ayorage of $2 per box, shows an 
expenditure of $4,000,000 per annum for one 
article in the dried fruitline. The amount 
referred to ropresents say 1,000,000 boxes 
Valencia, 750,000 boxes in California, 200,000 
boxes Malaga and 100,000 boxes Smyrna 
The crop of the world for the present season 
is estimated in round numbers at 6,500,000 
boxes, about as follows: Valencia, 3,000,000 
boxes; Malaga, 600,000; California, 750,000, 
and Smyrna, 2,000,000, The shipments of 
Valencia raisins to the United States to date 
are 500,000 boxes. —Brooklyn Eagle. 

Fxhibdition of Sewing Machines. 

There is an exhibition of sewing machines 
at the Royal aquarium, London, where Eng- 
lish, American and German sewing machines 
are being shown. It is the first exhibition of 
the kind, but will be repeated, it is said, in 


Boston, Mass,, and subsequently in Paris, 
There aro sixty-nine patents shown, and they 
include many novelties, A specimen of the 
first sewing machine ever made, reproduced 
from the original specifications of Thomas 
Saint, of London, an inventor of the last cen 
tury, is thore, and with it are exhibited mod 
ern machines sewing at the rate of 2,000 
stitches a minute.

Mr. Connor's statement, as summarized by 
our contemporary in its editorial columns, 
amounts to this: The Canadian farmor 
leas, by 24 conta per pound, for his 
binding twine than the farmor of tho t initod 
States and obtains a better quality for his 
money. Tho fact that Dakota dealors haye 
bought the twine in Manitobs, paid ox- 
penses and the United States duty, and 
then have been able to sell to Dakota farm- 
ers at the current figure, sottles beyond a 
doubt the question of the comparative 
prices in tho two countries. ‘ 
It is alaoostablished that the Canadian 
farmer pays less for his binding twine now 
than ho did when he was in the hands of 
the United States manufacturer before Can- 
adian competition ras established,and that 
our manufacturers aro not only able to sup- 
ply the home market, but that they are 
building up an export trade with South 
America and other foreign countries. 
The action of the Customs Department 
{n raising the valuation of imported bind. 
ing twine was simply in compliance with 
our law,which makes the value for Oustoms 
purposes the price at which the article is 
sold in the home market at the place of 
productions The valuation of the twine 
was raised over the invoice price because 
the United States manufacturer had made 
a lower rate for export than for home sales, 
jo pursuance of 8 vain effort to retain the 
Canadian inarket. The Mail and Globe, 
remarks our contemporary, in their at- 
tempt to crush the Canadian industry dis- 
honestly concealed this important fact, en- 
deayoring to convey the impression that 
the wholesale price in the United States is 
lower than in Canada through our protec- 
tive duty, and to make the Canadian far- 
mer believe that he has to pay more for his 
binding twine than the farmer in the Unit- 
ed States. These false pretences are now 
thoroughly exposed. = 
A very interesting feature in Mr. Con- 
nor’s account of trade in New Brunswick is 
his testimony to the fact that the Maritime 
Provinces have an extensive Inter-Pro- 
yincial Commerce with other parts of Can- 
ada.

in flesh than sheep that have a full set of 
tecth, and if they come early before shear- 
ing tine they have usually longer wool. 
This makes them especially attractive to 
ticks, which will cun from the fattening 
older sheep and congregate in the better 
protected bodies of the lambs, Rubbing 
grease mixed with pepper in the wool of 
thin lambs around their necks and shoul- 
ders will destroy or drive away many ticks. 
It is too cold weather now to dip them into 
a solution of tobacco, but some fine -pow- 
dered leaves or snuff will answer nearly as 
well, though it requires mere labor to ap- 
ply it so that it will prove effectual, But 
one way or another lambs must be cleaned 
of ticks, or their hides will hang on the 
fence posts before spring. 

Porators Frozen in THE Soin.—No 
good farmer will allow his potato crop to 
frozen in, All the'tubersin any way ex- 
pesed to the air would, of course, be ruin- 
ed, though only their’ point aticks above 
thesurface. But with these wholly cover- 
ed there is strong hope, even though frost 
has penetrated the soil down to the tubers. 
In most cases the first freeze up does not 
affect the tubers, We have years ago seen 
potatoes dug in November with frozen 
earth over them an inch deep, but the po- 
tatoes themselves under this frozon earth 
were untouched and sound. Still more 
surprisiogis the fact thatpotatoes accident- 


ly left in the ground over winter often |, 


grow next season, as every farmer knows. 
These potatoes must almost certainly have 
been partially frozen during the winter, 
but thawing out ip the soil without being 
moved, they atill managed to send shoots, 
and with good cultivation would doubtless 
make a good crop. Potatoes are, however, 
seldom planted in succession except in 
gardens, where the scatterings from last 
year’s leavings sometimes furnish tho 
earliest and best plants. The usual trouble 
in such cases is that the missed hill sends 


up fifty times too many shoots, It is like 
planting an entire ear of corn” or otlier 
grain in one place, If not thinned, as it 


usually is not,the crop from this solf-plant 
ing rorely amounts to much,

The hair has turned, and wrinkles have come 
in their faces, and we say, ‘‘How you have 
changed!" But ob, when we stand before the 
throne, all cares gone from the face, all 


knows that but when the heavenly door opens 
today to let somo soul through: there may 
come forth the strain of the jubilant voices 
until we catch it? Oh, thatas the song drops 
down from heaven, it might meet half way a 
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fog, as if to guard the costly display, 
was a status of Hercules of burn- 
ished Corinthian brass, Vases of terra 
cotta. adorned. the cemeteries of tho 
dead—vases so costly that Julius Cesar was 
potisatisfied until, he had captured thom for 
Rome.’ Armed officials, the corintharii, 
paced up and'ddwito see that mo statue was 
defaced, no pedestal overthrown, no bas-relief 
touched. From’ the edge of the city a bill 
arose, with its magnificent burden of columns 
and towers and temples (1,000 slaves waiting 
atone shrine), and a citadel so thoroughly 
impregnable that Gibraltar is a heap of sand 
compared with it. Amid all that strength 
and magnificence Corinth stood and defied 
the world. 

Ob! it was not to rustics who had never 
geen anything grand that Paul: uttered this 
text. They had heard the best music that 
had.come from the best instruments in all 
the world; they had heard songs floating 
from morning porticos and melting in even- 
ing groves; they had passed their whole lives 
among pictures and sculpture and architect- 
ure and Corinthian brass, which bad been 
molded and shaped until there was no 
chariot wheel in which it bad not sped, and 
no tower in which it had not glittered, and no 
gateway that it had not adorned, Ab, 
it was o bold thing for Paul to stand 
there amid all that andsay: ‘‘All this is 
nothing. These sounds that come from the 
temple of Neptune are not music compared 
with the harmonies of which L speak. These 
waters rushing in the basin of Pyrene are 
not pure, These statues of Bacchus and 
Mercury are not exquisite. Your citadel of 
Acrocorinthus is not strong compared with 
that which I offer to tho poorest slave that 
ae down bis burden at that brazen gate. 

ou Corintbians think this is a splendid city; 
you think you bave beard al sweet sounds 
and seen all beautiful sights; but I tell you 
eye bath not seen nor ear heard, neither haye 
entered into the heart of man, the things 
which God hath prepared for them that love 
bim.” 

You ses my text sets forth the ides that, 
however exalted our ideas may be of heaven, 
they come far short of thereality. Some 
wise men have been calculating how many 
furlongs long and wide is the New Jerusalem; 
and they have calculated how many inhabit 
ants there are on the earth; how long the 
earth will probably stand; and then they 
come to this estimate: that after all tho 
nations have been gathered to heaven, there 
will be room foreach soul—a room sixteen 
feet long and fifteen feet wide, It would not 
be large enough forme. Lam glad to know 
that no human estimate is sufficient to take 
the dimensions. ‘Eye hath not seen, nor ear 
heard,” nor arithmetics calculated. 

I first remark that we ean in this world 
get no Hlea of the bealth of heaven. When 
you were a child, and you went out in the 
morning, how you bounded along the road 
or street—you had never felt sorrow or éick- 
ness. Perhops later you felt a glow in your 
cheek, and a spring in your step, and an exu- 
| berance of spirits, and a clearness of eye, that 

made you thank God you were permitted to 
live, Tho nerves were harpstrings, and the 
sunlight was a doxology, and the rustling 
lenves were the rustling of the robes of a 
gent crowd rising up to praise the Lord. 

ou thought that you knew what it was to be 
well, but. there is no perfect health on earth. 

The diseases of past generations came down to 

us. The airy that float now upon the earth 
are not like those which floated above Para- 
| dise, They are charged with impurities and 

distempers. The most elastio and robust 
health of earth, compared with that which 
those experience before whom the gates have 
been opened, is nothing but sickness. and 
emaciation, Look at that soul standing be- 
fore the throne, Ouearth she was a life long 
| invalid. Seo her step now, and hear her 


| yolee now. Catch, if you can, one breath of 
that celestial air, Hoalth in all the pulses 
health of vision, health of spirits, immortal 
health. Noracking cough, no sharp pleuri 
sies, no consuming fevers, no oxhauat- 
ing polis, no hopitals of wounded 


marks of sorrow disappeared, and feel- 
ing the joy of that blessed land, methinks 
we will say to each other, with an ex- 
ultation we cannot now imagine, ‘How you 
have changed!” In this world we only meet 
to part: It is goodby; goodby. Farewells 
floating in the air. We hear it at the rail 
car window, and at the steamboat wharf— 
goodby. Children lisp it, and old age an- 
swers it. Sometimes we say it in a light way 
—‘‘goodby ;” and sometimes with anguish in 
which the soul breaks down. Goodby! Ah, 
that is the word that ends the thanksgiving 
banquet; that is the word that comes in to 
close the Christmas chant. Goodby; goodby, 
But not so in heaven. Welcomes in the air, 
welcomes at tho gates, welcomes at the house 
of many mansions—but, no goodby. That 
group is constantly being augmented. They 
are going up from our circles of earth 
to join it—little voices to join the 
anthem—little hands to take hold in 
the great home circle—little feet to dance in 
the eternal glee, little crowns to be cast down 
before the feet of Jesus. Our friends are in 
two groups—a group this side of the river 
and 4 group on the otber side of the river, 
Now there goes one from this to that, and 
another from this to that, and soon we will 
all be gone over.. How many of your loved 
ones have already entered upon that blessed 
place, If Ishould take paper and pencil, do 
you think I could put them all down! Ah, 
my friends, the waves of Jordan roar :so 
hoarsely, we cannot bear the joy on the 
other side when that group is augmented. It 
is graves here, antl coffins and hearses hero. 
A little child’s mother had died, and they 
comforted her. They said: “Your mother 
has gone to heaven—don't cry,” and the 
next day they went to tho graveyard 
and they laid the body of the mother 
down into the ground; and the little girl 
came up to the verge of the grave, and, look- 
ing down at the body of her mother, said: 
‘Is this heaven?” Ob, we have no idea what 
heaven is.

The Bell Telephove in Austria. 

The efforts of the telephone company of 
Austria to get the Bell patent canceled have 
at last been successful. Their manager, Mr. 
R. Howard Krause, believed this possible 
from tlie commencement, and with the as- 
sistance of Mr. Otto Shafiler the company 
bas been the means of securing freo trade in 
telephones in Austria. The result of the do- 
cision of the Austrian ministry of commerce 
and the Hungarian ministry of agriculture, 
industry and trade, dated Oct. 28, 1587, seems 
to be that all those clauses of Boll's patent 
which refer to the telephone are canceled, 
only those referring to the multiplex telegra- 
pby being allowed to stand. Certain clauses 
were canceled because the Telephone com- 
pany of Austria was able to prove prior pub- 
lication, and otbers were canceled because 
the company proved that they embodied sci- 
entific principlés which, according to Aus- 
trian law, cannot be the proper subject of a 
patent.—Scientific American. 


Condemning Cold Storage. 

Orange growers on the Pacific are con- 
demning cold storage for oranges, also the 
refrigerator transportation across the conti- 
nent. They maintain that the fruit is O. K. 
while under the influence of the low tem- 
perature, but claim that it begins to decay 
instantly when removed from that influence, 
and that large losses are thereby made.— 
Boston Budget.

Pencofal Negotiations are Therefore Uro- 
longed, But Milltury Operations Con- 
tinue With Unabnted Activity—Attitude 
of England—Tho Recont Forgertes. 


Beavry, Jan, 8,—A calm, which official and 
diplomatic circles know to be deceptive. pre- 
vaila for the moment 
Russian Goveruments have e@kchanged nastr 
ances of peace aspirations, to which nobody 
attachos the, slightest importance, The only 
actual change in the situation tending toward 
peace .is the active resumption of negotia 
tions between Count Kalnokey, the Austrian 
Forsign Minister, and Princes Lobanoff, 
the Rnanan Ambassador at Vienna, for 
the settlement of the balance of power in the 
Balkan Peninsula. This mitigates the crisis 
and removes the danger of war, at lenst for 
the present; but it does not modify any of the 
essdiitial differences between the two govern: 
ments. The négotiations are expected Ly both 
sides to end in an exact definition of the re- 
spective demands, such an heretofore lias not 
existed aid frow which muy be obtained a 
valid oxcust for war. 

According to a semi-ofticial despatch re- 
ceived from Vienna, Prince Lobanoff hae 
opened the diplomatic campaign by proposing 
as the first step toward an entente the remoy- 
moval of Prince Ferdinan from the throne of 
Bulgaria under a joint mandate from the pow- 
ers ; the election of 4» new Prince by a new 
Sobranjo, aud the reappointment of Russian 
officers to the Bulgarian ariny. 

Iu the meaytime the Foreign Office here 
holds aloof from the negotiations, which are 
recoghized as feelers by Russia toward other 
demands, Russia will next raise a new qiies- 
tion on Austrian retention of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. These provinces were occupied 
undor a purely temporary title, but are now 
practically annexed. Austria will be ‘called 
upon to evacuate them, and it ia probable that 
the question of their future administration 
will be referred to @ conference of the powery.

The lines of St. Petersburg diplomacy tend

THE VICTORIA JUBILEE FUND. 


An Tnatitution to be Founded for Nurses 
for the Sick Poor, 

Lonpon, Jan. 8.—The culebration of Queena 
Victoria's jubilee will result in permanent 
benefit to the poorer classes, The Queen ling 
instructed « small committee to report (le best 
means of utilizing the surplus woman's jubilee 
offering. This committee, consisting of the 
Duke of Westminster, Sir James Paget, and 
Sir Rutherford Alcock, unanimously advise 
Her Majesty to apply the money to founding 
an institution for promoting the education 
and maidtaining of nurses for the 
sick poor in their own homes. The 
centre of the institution isto be in London, 
with branches at Edinbureh and Dublin. The 
nurses will be classified in two ranks, accord- 
ing to length of service, or skill aud devotion. 
The Queen haa always, aince the death of her 
husband, whom sbe nursed in his illness, 
taken the deepest interost in nursing the sick. 
She delights in visiting the homes of hor ser- 
vants and even of the peassntry in the neigh- 
borhood of Balmoral in case of sickuess, and 
it was her suggestion that the money should 
be applied in some such way as now recoin- 
mended. 


Judge O'lMagan'’s Renal Reason.

BURIED CITIES OF ARIZONA. 
Raulns of 2 Civilieation Said to Antedate 
the Pyramids. 

The Hemenway expedition, under the dl- 
rection of Frank Cushing, bas boon at work 
for several months and has excavated the 
ruins of a city three miles long and two miles 
wide, The excavations are not continuous, 
but have been made at various points along 
the main street and at the limits of the town, 
the extent of which is clearly ostablished. 
Mr. Cushing acquired from the Zuni 
Indians, among whom he has lived for 
some years, the knowledge of customs 
and traditions which enabled bim to 
find the buried cities of the Salt River val- 
ley. The first one excavated is called Los 
Muertos, the city of thadead. Others that 
have beon partially explored are El Pueblo 
de los Hornas, the city of ovens; El Ciudad 
de los Pueblites and El Pueblo de los Piedras. 
But these are only a part of the chain of 
cities that once covered the desert. There 
are nineteen buried cities in the Salt River 
valley alone, and Los Mtertos, which hada 
population of at least 10,000, is one of the 
smallest. The entire valley was once a sys- 
tem of cities with adjacent farms, and up in 
the mountains are sacrificial caves and 
pueblos of stone, many of which never have 
been explored and are entirely unknown to 

the wandering tourist and sightseer, 

The people who lived in these cities were 
not Aztecs, as has been supposed. They wero 
of the race that preceded the Aztecs, and had 
upon this continent a civilization older than 
the pyramids, This is proved by the human 
remains and relics found in the houses that 
have been dug out. Ethnological research 
prosecuted by Mr. Cushing by the compara- 
tive method demonstrates that tho dwellers 
of the plain were Toltecs, and that they 
reached a high state of civilization many 
centuries before the Aztecs appeared. They 
were probably of Asiatic origin, but not 
Mongoloid. The Indian of the Pacific coast 
appears to be Mongoloid and ao later immi- 
grant from Asia, The age of the Teltec ruins 
is reckoned in thousands of years, 

The ruins of Los Muertos are being thor- 
oughly examined, because they are typical, 
and also because they have been buried, and 
therefore protected from the ravages of time, 
tourists and ranchers. Twenty-two large 
blocks of buildings have been uncovered, and 
three car loads of relics ‘have been sent to 
Boéston. Theso relics consist of pottery, im- 
plements and skeletons. One of the ruined 
buildings measures 400 by 375 feet, another 
is 480 feet long, and many of the buildings 
are 800 feet square. The adobe walls are 
sometimes seven feet thick and two stories 
high. Connected with each building is a 
pyral mound, around tho base of which are 
the funeral urns containing tho ashes of cre- 
mated Toltecs. Entrance to the buildings 
were sometimes through doorways and some- 
times through holes in the roofs. Each 
building was divided intoa great number 
of small rooms, indicating a large popula- 
tion to each block. The roofs were of con- 
crete, supported by timbers, and most of 
them have fallen in, Here and there the 
concrete remains in position, retaining an 
impression of timbers that have disappeared 
utterly. 

It is evident that these cities were destroyed 
by earthquakes, In most cases the roofs 
have fallen in and the side walls have fallen 
outward, Timo has disintegrated the adobe 
blocks, and the rains have spread the 
material so eyenly that the buildings are in- 
dicated only by slight irregularities in the 
surface. The work of excavation is simply 
to clear away the surface material That 
the cities were suddenly overthrown is 
proved by the finding of skeletons under the 
fallen roofs and walls in positions indicating 
violent deaths. One skeleton, photographed 
as found, shows that the man was caught 
under the falling roof and thrown upon his 
face. His chest is pushed forward by the 
weight, and his right hand, stretched out as 
he fell, is crushedand flattened. The large 
number of bodies found proves that the 
calamity was widespread and complete,— 
Cor, New York Sun.

Keely and the Occult Powers. 

Mme. Blavatsky’s opinion of Keely and 
his motor ought to be as good as anybody’s. 
She wrote substantially this about them two 
years ago: ‘Keely is a psychic, and has dis 
covered something of the power he claims, 
but he relates it to the wrong source, and is, 
and will be, unable to communicate it to 
others. Were he to succeed he would be 
known as the benefactor of the rich, and the 
rich would destroy society as it exists. The 
guardians of occultism do not permit 4 
mighty power such as Keely has discovered 
to exist in sound to become the property of a 
race until it is further advanced in things 
spiritual than is ours. Humanity will have 
to travel forward thousands of years before 
sound—one of the greatest powers in nature 
—is fully comprehended, and Keely will have 
to be reincarnated again, and perhaps several 
dozen times before he can realize the prac- 
tical uses of vibratory sympathy.”—New 
York Sun. 


Ingenious Method of Smugglers. 

Adolph Silverstein, said to be a New 
Yorker, and two partners were tried in Lon- 
don on Tuesday for smuggling, and the evi- 
dence disclosed an ingenious plan for evading 
the English duty. The tobacco in question 
was valued at £1,700, and the duty on it 
would have been £1,600. It was put up in 
cotton bales and shipped as cotton. Holes 
were made in the bales and little tufts of cot- 
ton placed in them to better carry out the de- 
ception. On the voyage over the holes were 
widened by rats, and the customs inspectors 
at Liverpool probed them and discovered the 
tobacco, They allowed the shipment to go 
on to London and then arrested the three 
men who claimed the ‘‘cotton.”—Chicago 
Herald.

This boat, which is 
some thirty-six feet long, is of the shape 
known as the concave bottom, tho hull being 
builtin a right and left hand spiral form 
from the bow to the middle section. Tho 
conformation of the bull in this case is such 
as to displace water in a manner closely 
approximating to the wave line theory, be- 
ginning at the cut water, the displacement 
being accomplished gradually until the 
center of the boat is reached, when the re- 
verse action of displacement begins; the con- 
cave begins where the convex ends, Tho 
greater the speed the greater the lifting 
power, the boat rising on the water, and con- 
sequently moving with greater speed with- 
out any increase of power.—Chicago News,

The most amusing,and to the parties In 
terested, cortainly the moat serious term- 
{nation of a contested olection trial, that 
has taken placo in Canada is that of Hal 
ton. In this contest, in apr Sait an 
xtensive bribery and corruption, 
Se oe hae elect, Mr, Waldic, Ao 
knowledged bribery by agents with a viow 
to the voiding of the clection without in- 
volving too many of his frionds and sup 
porters in the maelstrom of Grit corraption. 
The judge, however, decided that he could 
not void the election until at least one 
case of bribery had beon proven ; therefore 
the case was postponed until Saturday, the 
th, then to be reopened at Osgoode Hall, 
Toronto, before Mr, Justice Rove. Satur- 
day, the 7th, arrived, and Mr. Lawyer 
MoGibbon, of Milton, appeared on behalf 
of the appellant, and called Wm. Bulli- 
want, of Milton, to the stand, Bullivant 
swore that ho was paid $6 by James Bell 
#o come to Toronto on Feb. 23, 1887, the 
day of tho election, and not to /ote for the 
Conservative candidate. Ho did as re. 
quested. This proved bribery by an agent, 
and the judge declared that the election 
snust be voided and Mr. John Waldie, M. 
P., unseated. 
Upon this decision being given the Grit 
candijate and his bribing agent were jub- 
flant, believing that further exposures were 
avoided and that they were clear, The 
reader cap imagine their surpriso when the 
judge, immediately after voiding the elec 
tion, directed that Bullivant and Bell—the 
briber and bribed—to appear before him at 
Milton on February the 3rd to answer for 
the crime of bribing and being bribed. 
With the fate of the Prince Edward and 
Dandas bribers before their eyes, they are 
now looking forward to a few daysin limbo 
enjoying the sweets of prisou life and prison 
fare. > 
No one who desires to see our elections 
conducted upon principles of policy, and 
not money, will rejoice at the determina 
tion of the judges to stamp out, if possible, 
the vile practices which investigations in 
the courts have shown to have been in.

GIVING ITS CASE AWAY. 


It is also true, ina general sense, that 
although the American tariff is higher than 
ours, the Americans are able to manufacture 
more cheaply than we. The proof is to be 
found in the cry that Commercial Union 
would prove a veritable Herodto our in- 
fant industries. The explanation lies in 
the fact that the larger the market, i. e., 
the wider the demand, the more easy be- 
comes the division of labor and the conse- 
qoeet development of machinery ; hence 

cheaper the cause of production. In 
our market, each factory is compell- 
ed to discharge an accumulation of func- 
tions. Thus, the furniture maker manu- 
factures every article in that line from 
chairs to sideboards; whereas in the States, 
where the field is large enough to warrant 
the speculation of labor and machiaery,one 
furniture man makes nothing but chairs, 
another nothing but bedsteads, and so on, 
an economy of a most important kind being 
effected by the subdivision.—Mail Jan. 9. 


The above damaging admission is made 
by the Mail, with the object of showing 
that the efforts of our Government, for 
the extension of our foreign trade, must be 
fruitless, for the alleged reason that our 
manufacturers cannot compete successfully 
in neutral markets with those of the United 
States, Great Britain and other countries 
with a large capitaland a great home mar- 
ket. Supposing this were true of all lines 
of manufacture (which it undoubtedly is 
not), would not the result of the competi- 
tlon with the manufacturers of the United 
States under commercial union, be the ex. 
tinction of Canadian manufactures and the 
destruction of the home market which our 
farmers have found so beneficial under the 
N, P.? The Mail will of course argue that 
our neighbors would extend their operations 
to this country and that those of our in- 
dustries which were crushed out of existence 
would be replaced by other and larger con- 
cerns established with United States capi- 
tal andoperated by incomers from the 
United States. Such an idea is absurd for 
these, amongst other, reasons which can 
not be gainsaid : 

1, No United States capitalist would risk 
the investment of his money in establishing 
fn Canada an industry to manufacture for 
the continental market, unless assured of 
the permanency of the arrangoment for free 
trade between the Dominion and hor neigh- 
bor. 

2. And more particularly whon, by add- 
ing half an hour to their day's work—tak- 
ing into account the surplus which they now 
produce—the manufactorios of the United 
Btates could supply the market of the Do- 
siinfon. By this simple oxpodiont, our 
neighbors could control our market, and 
could cheapen tholr production, thoreby 
ewaping tho heavy oxponditure for nites, 
bwJogs, machinery, taxes, iuterost, ro. 
pairs, suporintendence, &c., which tho os 
tablishment of new concerns in Canada 
qrould entail,

561,924 tons in 1880 to 1,008,545 tons in 
1886, aud the number of passengers car- 
ried in 1880 was 681,000, but in 1886 it 
was 890,000. The amount of coal carried 
in 1886 was 52,890 tons more than in 1886, 
and 165,222 tons more than in 1879, So 
much for the railway receipts alone, not 
counting the increase in shipping, which 
was also very large. But there is the di- 
rect testimony of leading business men and 
manufacturers to the effect that the trade 
between the provinces, as the combined 
effect of the railway development and the 
N.P.,is very large and constantly growing. 
On this point Mr. John Connor, propriotor 
of the New Brunswick Cordage Works, 
says —: 

‘Nearly all the manufactures of New 
Brunswick finda ready and satisfactory 
market in the sister provinces of the Con- 
federation, even so far as Manitoba, The 
trade of the Maritime Provinces with the 
Upper Provinces consists of cottons, coal, 
manufactured iron,pails, fish,refined sugar, 
etc., eto., in addition to the large business 
done in cordage. When the short line 
railway is completed, you will see a great 
development in the interchange of pro- 
ducts.” 

Now, asto the remark of Mr, Longley 
that ‘nature’ never designed these pro- 
vinces to trade with each other,” it is pro- 
bable that Nova Scotia and Ontario are in 
as favorable a situation to trade with each 
other as New York and Carolina, if not 
more 80. Our interests are more identt- 
cal, Yet Mr, Longley will say, and the 
Advertiser back him up in it, that all the 
States in the Union have a *‘natural” com- 
mercial affinity for each other, no matter 
how remote, while they deny that the same 
rule can hold good in Canada, But what 
do these advocates understand by ‘‘natural” 
design in the matter of trade and inter- 
course ? In olden times it was thought 
that the Alps were a natural and enduring 
obstacle between France and Italy, They 
are not so now. The tunnel has broken 
down the barrier as truly asif the moun- 
tains were levelled. There is in the Far 
West a stretch of desert sand for one 
thousand miles, and associated with it is 
the notorious Valley of Death, the air of 
which is ao evil that no one who enters 
escapes from it in health again. One 
might suppose this region to be a natural 
barrier to commerce, that ‘‘nature had de- 
signed” that the East and West should be 
separated by this waste of sand. If so 
capital and enterprise and mutual interest, 
step in to thwart it. The desert is crossed 
by railways, just as the mountains on our 
own territories are pierced or surmounted 
by them. We say that where natural ob- 
stacles exist they must be removed, in or- 
der that the intercourse of civilization may 
be the better carried on. But as between 
the Province of Ontario and those down 
by the sea, we deny that any natural im- 
pediments exist. On the contrary, nature 
has been lavish of means of communication. 
Between Lake Superior and Labrador, we 
have within our borders two thousand 
miles of waterway, the finest in the world. 
Our ships may go down and come up with- 
out hindrance, and our railways unite sey- 
eral communities by rivets of steel. No 
mountains to bore through or build over ; 
not deserts, but fertile fields, intervoning.

the poorest countries on earth has beon 
disproved by the official returns, which 
abow that, man for man, our peoplo aro as 
woalthy as the citizons of the United States, 
and that wo are moro lightly taxed than 
tho people of that country. Similarly, his 
doclaration that tho best Wish that he could 
have for our farmers. was - that they 
should become as prosperous as those in 
his adopted country, is this confuted by 
ono of his friends, The New York Witness, 
which is fayorablo to Mr. Wiman’s scheme, 
says in its last issue : 

Our recent request for information as to the 
financial condition and progress of the farmers 
in different sections has not as yet drawn out 

response. It is very difficult to obtain de- 
finite information on this important subject. 
Commissioner A. H. Heath, ot the Michigan 
Labor Bureau, has made special efforts to do so, 
but with only succesr, He has obtained 
reports of 90,803 farme, which is only about half 
ot the total number in the State. Of these, 
43,079 were admitted to be mortgaged, and 


thi ortgages averaged about 46 per cent. 
of the value of the farms, Most 


the other 47,724 farms were reported as 
free from encumbrance, but in many cases the 
owner declined to say whether there was any 
mortgage or not. It is probable, therefore, that 
a complete table weuld show at least one-half 
af the farms of Michigan to be owned in part by 
money lenders. The oldest settled counties 
madé, it is reported, the poorest showing in this 
matter.

F'r)m estimates pub- 
lished last year we are under the impression that

New York State are mortgaged, 

This is not a very pleasant picture, One- 
half of the farms in the two great States 
which are Ontario's nearest neighbors, 
heavily mortgaged, despite their full enjoy- 
ment of all the privileges of the famous 
market of sixty miJlions—of which, indeed, 
they form part ! Our Canadian farmers want 
no such prosperity as that.

The farmer cannot afford to pay 
much wages, but generally, if he finds any- 
one willing to one in winter, the employee 
expects nearly as much as he receives in 
summer. There used to be a time when 
men were willing to work in winter for 
their board and little more than enough to 
buy their clothes. That at least helped 
them save their summer wages, and was 
better than the present plan of loafing in 
winter while consuming all the earnings of 
the summer before.—American Oultivator. 


Porato Tors as Manure. —Much of: the 
exhaustion of soil by the potato crop is 
due to its top. Itis rich in potash, and as 
it readily rots down it leaves whatever 
manurial yalue it possesses on the soil 
where it lay. Some farmers haul these 
potato tops to the barnyard and work them 
into the manure pile, but if the field is not 
exposed to raking winds this is unnecessary 
labor. Most of the substance of the tops 
will be washed into the soil before spring, 
and what remains will soon disappear when 
turned under by spring ploughing. But 
the dried tops are very light, and if winds 
sweep the fields they will mostly be blown 
into the fence corners, where they will be 
of little benefit,

A COMMERCIAL UNION PROPOSAL. 


We glve below the full text of the bill 
which Mr, Townshend, of Illinois, has in- 
troduced into the U,S. House of Repro- 
sentatives, to promote the establishment of 
free commercial intercourse between tho 
nations of America and the Dominion of 
Canada. The bill has been read twice in 
the House and has been referred to tho 
Committee on Foreign A fiairs. 


Whereas the establishment of free com- 
mercial intercourse among tho nations of 
America and the Dominion of Canada, wil 
Promote the friendly political relations, 
nternal commerce, and industries, and se- 
cure a more extended market for the sur- 

lus products of each of said countries - 
herefore, 

Beit enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, that the 
President of the United States be, and he 
is hereby, authorized and requested to in- 
vite the co-operation of the Republics of 
Mexico, Central aad South America, the 
Empire of Brazil and the Dominion of Can- 
ada in securing the establishment of a com- 
mercial union by and between the said 
countries, to be known as the customs 
union of America, the arrangement of a 
common basis of import duties from other 
countries than those which may compose 
said union, and that the commercial inter- 
course among the people of all the coun- 
tries included in said union may be unro- 
atricted and free from the payment of any 
customs or other dues whatasoeyor ; and 
that a common system of silver coinage 
weights and measures may bo also cstab. 
ee ee purpose of facilitating such 

Section 2,—That in order to accompli 
sald purposes the President be, ean 
hereby, authorized and requested to invite 
delegates from each of said countries, to as- 
semble in Washington, District of Colum- 
bia, on the second Monday of March cigh- 
toon hundred and oighty-nine, to moet 
delegates on behalf of the United States 
that each of said countries shal! be entitled 
to send as many delegates as it for itself 
shall determine, but in deciding questions

either country in the other ; fifth, the ad- 
option of a commun silver coin which shail 
be issued by each Governmont in such an 
amount proportionate to the population of 
each as may be determined upon, the samo 
to be legal tender in all commercial trans- 
actions botweon the citizens of all tho 
countries included in said union ; sixth, an 
agreement upon and recommendation for 
adoption to their respective Governments 
of a definite plan of arbitration of all ques- 
tions, disputes and differences that may 
now or hereafter exist between them. 

Section 4.—That the President of the 
United States shall appoint one person 
from each State to said Congress as dele- 
gate on behalf of the United States to same 
without compensation other than their ex- 
penses, to be selected equally from the pol- 
itical parties, 

Section 56.—That the sumof onehundred 
thousand dollars, now in the treasury of the 
United States and not otherwise disposed 
of, bo, and the same is hereby appropriated 
or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
and placed to the credit of the Secretary of 
State to defray, in a manner becoming the 
dignity of the United States, the expenses 
incidental to the holding of said congress. 

The decision of Congress on this measure 
—if it be not strangled in the Committee, 
on which there is, uf courae, a Democratic 
and probably free trade majority—will give 
afairindication of the opinion of the 
Lower House on the question of protecting 
the industries of the United States from 
countries from which they would have Jittle 
to fear. We anticipate its defeat in the 
House, but if it should pass the popular 
branch it will undoubtedly be thrown out 


by the Senate.

The difficulty is thab many a 
family goes sailing on the high tides of suc 
cess, and the husband and father depends on 
his own health and acumen for the welfare 
of his household, but one day ho gets his Toot 
wet, and in three days pneumonia has closed 
his life, and the daughters are turned out on 
o cold world to earn bread, and thore is 
nothing practical that they can do, The 
frionds of the family come in and hold con

But there are enough Imusic teachers now 
starving to death in all our towne and cities 
to occupy all the piano stools and sofas and 
chairs and front doorsteps of thecity. Be 
sido that, the daughter has been playing only 
for amusement and is only at the foot of the 
Indder, to the top of which @ great multitude 
of masters on piano and harp and flute and 
organ haye climbed, 

‘Put the bereft daughters as saleswomen 
in stores,” says another adviser, But thero 
they must compete with salesmen of long ex- 
perience or with men who have served an ap- 
prenticesbip in commerce, and who began as 
shop boys at 10 years of age. Some kind 
hearted dry goods man having known the 
father, now gone, says: Wo are not in need 
of any more help just now, but send your 
daughters to my store, and Twill do as well 
by them as possible,” Very soon the ques 
tion comes up: Why dé not tho female om- 
ployes of that establishment got os much 
wages as the male employes! For the simple 
reason in many oases thesfemales were sud- 
denly flung by misfortune bebind that 
counter, whilo tht) males have from the day 
they left the public school been learning the 
business. 

How is this evil to be cured? Start clear 
back in thé homestead and ch your daugh- 
tors that life is an earnest thing, and that 
there is a possibility, if not a strong prob- 
ability, that they will have to fight the battle 
‘of life nlone, Let every father and mother 
say to their daughters; ‘‘Now, what would 
you do for a livelihood if what I now own 
were swept away by financial disaster, or old 
age or death should end my ¢areer.” 

“Well, T could paint on pottery and do 
such decorative work.” Yed, that is beauti- 
fal, and if you have genius for it go on in 
that direction. But there are enough busy at 
that now to make « line of hardware from 
here to the East river and across the bridge. 

‘Well, I could make recitations in public 
and earn my livingas a dramatist. I could 
render ‘King Lear’ or ‘Macbeth’ till your hair 
would rise on end, or give you ‘Sheridan's 
Ride’ or Dickens’ ‘Pickwick.’" Yes, that isa 
beautiful art, but ever and anon, as now, 
there is an epideniic of dramatization that 
makes hundreds of households nervous with 
the cries and sbricks and hs of young 
tragedians dying in the act, and tho 
trouble is that while your friends would Like 
to hear you, and really think that you could 
surpass Ristori and Charlotte Cushman and 
Fannie Kemble of the past, to say nothing of 
the present, you could not, im the way of liv- 
ing, in ten years earn ten cepts, 

My advice to all girls and all unmarried 
women, whether in affluent homes or in 
homes where most stringenf economies are 
grinding, to learn to dosome kind of work 
that the world niust have whilé ‘the world 
stands. Iam glad to seo a marvelous change 
for the better, and that women have found 
out ‘that there are bundreds of practical 
things thata woman can do fora living if 
she begin soon enough, and that men have 
been compelled to admit it. You and I can 
remember when the majority of occupations 
Were thought inappropriate for women, but 
our civil war came and the hosts of men 
twent forth from north and south, and to 
conduct the business of our cities during the 
patriotic absence, women were demanded by 
the tens of thousands to take the vacant 
places, and multitudes of women who had 
been hitherto supported By fathers and 
brothers and sons, were compelled from that 
time to take care of themselves, From that 
time a mighty change took place, favorable 
to female employment. 

Among the occupations appropriate for 
women I place. the following, into many of 
which sbe has already entered, and all the 
others she will enter: 

Stenography, and you may find her at 
nearly all the reportorial stands in our educa- 
tional, political and religious meetings. 

Savings banks, the work clean and honor- 
able, and who so great’ a right to toil there, 
for a woman founded the first savings bank, 
Mrs. Priscilla Wakefield? 

Copyists, and there is hardly a professional 
man that does not need the service of her 
penmanship, and, as amanuensis, many of 
the greatest books of our day have been dic- 
tated for her writing. 

There they are as florists and confectioners 
and musie teachers and stationers and book- 
keepers for which they are specially qualified 
by patience and accuracy; and wood engrav- 
ing; iu which|the Cooper Institute has turned 
out so many qualified; and telegraphy, for 
which she is specially prepared, as thousands 
of the telegraphic offices would testify. 
Photography, and in nearly all our establish- 
ments they may be found there at cheerful 
work. As workers in ivory and gutta percha 
and gum elastic and tortoise shell and gilding 
and in chemicals, in porcelain, in terra cotta, 
in embroidery, 

As postmistresses, and the president is giv- 
ing them appointments all over the land. 

As keopers of lighthouses, many of them, if 
they had the chance, ready to do as brave a 
thing with oar and boat as did Ida Lewis and 
Grace Darling, 

As proofreaders, as translators, as model- 
ers, as designers, as draughtswomen, as litho- 
graphers, ns teachers in schools and semi- 
naries, for which they are éspecially endowed, 
the first teacher of every child, by divine ar- 
rangement, being a woman. 

As physicians, having graduated after a 
regular course of study from the female col- 
leges of our large cities, where they get as 
scientific and thorough preparation as any 
doctors ever had, and go forth to a work 
which no one but women could so appropri- 
ately or delicately do. 

On the lecturing platform, for you know 
the brilliant success of Mrs, Livermore and 
Mrs. Hallowell and Mrs. Willard and Mrs. 
Lathrop. 

As physiological lecturers to their own sex, 
for which service there is a demand appalling 
and terrific, 

As preachers of the Gospel, and all the pro- 
tests of ecclesiastical courts cannot hinder 
them, for they have a pathos anda power in 
their religious utterances that men can never 
reach. Witness all those who bavo heard 
their mother pray. 

O; young women of America! as many of 
you will baye to fight your own battles alone, 
donot wait until you are flung of disaster, and 
your father is dead, and all the resources of 
your family have been scattered, but now, 
whilé in a good house and environed by all 
prosperities, learn how to do some kind of 
work that the world must have as long as the 
world stands, Turn your attention from the 
embroidery of fine s|jppers, of which there 
is a surplus, and make a useful shoe. Expend 
the time in which you adorn a cigar case in 
learning how to make a good, honest loaf of 
bread. Turn your attention from the making 
of flimsy nothings to the manufacturing of 
important somethings. 

Much of the time spent in young Indies’ 
sominaries in studying what are called the 
“higher branches” might better be expended 
in teaching them something by which they 
could support themselves, If you are going 
to be teachers, or if you have so much as- 
sured wealth that you can always dwell in 
those high regions, trigonometry, of course; 
metaphysics, of course; Latin and Greck 
and German and French and Italian, of 
course, and 100 other things, of course; but 
if you aro not expecting to teach, and your 
wealth is not established beyond misfortune, 
after you have learned tho ordinary branches, 
tako hold of that kind of study that will pay 
in dollars and cents in case you are thrown 
on your ow: tesources. Learn ta da some 


thing better than anybody olse, Buy Vir 
ginia Penny's book ontitled ‘'The Employ 
peyts of Women,” and learn there gro 500 
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ways in which 4 woman may earn a liv ing 

"No, no!” says some young woman, I will 
not undertak® anything so unromantic and 
commonplace as that, An excellent author 

writes that after ho had, ina book, argued 
for efficioncy in womanly work in order to 
success, and positive apprenticeship by way 
of preparation, a prominent chemist adver- 
tised that he would tench a class ‘of women 
to become druggists and apothecaries if they 
would go through an apprenticeship as mon 
do,and a printer advertised that he would 
take a class of women to learn the printer's 
trade if they would go through an appren- 
ticeship as men do, and how many according 
to the account of the authoress do you sup 
pose applied to become skilled in the druggist 
business and printing business? Not one! 
One young woman said she would be willing 
to try the printing business for six months, 
but by that time her older sister would be 
married, and then her mother would want 
her at home, My sisters, it will be skilled 
womanly labor that will finally triumph. 

“But,” you ask, ‘“‘what would my father 
and mother say if they saw I was doing such 
unfashionable work?’ Throw the whole re- 
sponsibility on the pastor of the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle, who is constantly hearing of 
young women in all these cities who, unqual- 
ified by their previous luxurious surronnd- 
ings for the awful struggle of life into which 
they have been suddenly hurled, seemed to 
have nothing left them but a choice between 
starvation and damnation. There they go 
along the street at 7 o'clock in the wintry 
mornings through the slush and storm to the 
place where they shall earn only half enough 
for subsistence, the daughters of once 
prosperous merchants, lawyers, clergymen, 
artists, bankers and capitalists who brought 
up their children under the infernal delusion 
that it was not high toned for women to learn 
4 profitable calling. Young women take 
this affair in your own hand and let there be 
an insurrection in all prosperous families of 
Brooklyn and New York and Christendom 
on the part of the daughters of this day, de- 
manding knowledge in occupations and styles 
of business by which they may be their own 
defense and their own support if all fatherly 
and busbandly and brotherly hands forever 
fail them. 

Thave seen two sad sights—the one a wo- 
man in all thoglory of her young life stricken 
by diseaso, and in a week lifeless in a home of 
which she had beew the pride, As her hands 
were folded over the still heart and her eyes 
closed for the last slumber, and she was taken 
out amid the laméntations of kindred and 
friends, I thought that was a sadness im- 
measurable. But I have seen something com- 
pared with which that scene was bright and 
songfal. It was a young woman who had 
been all her days amid wealthy surroundings 
by the visit of death and bankruptcy to the 
househol turned out ona cold world without 
one lesson about how to get food or shelter, 
and into the awful whirlpool of city life 
where strong ships have gone down, and for 
twenty years not one word has been heard 
from her. Vessels last week went out on the 
Atlantic ocean looking for a shipwrecked 
craft that was left alone and forsaken on the 
sea afew weeks ago, with the idea of bring- 
ing it into port. But who shall ever bring 
again intothe harbor of peace and hope and 
heaven that lost womanly immortal, driven 
in what tempest, aflame in what conflagra- 
tion, sinking into what abyss? O God, help, 
O Christ, rescue! 

My sisters, give not your time to learning 
fancy work which the world may dispense 
with when hard times come, but connect 
your skill with the indispensables of life. 
The world will always want something to 
wear and something to eat and shelter and 
fuel for the body, and knowledge for the 
mind, and religion for the soul. And all 
these things will continte to be the neces- 
saries, and if you fasten your energies upon 
occupations and professions thus related tlit 
world will be unable to do without you. 
Remember that in proportion as you aro 
skillful in anything your rivalries become 
less. For unskilled toil, women by the mil 
lions But you may rise to where there are 
onlya thousand; and still higher till there 
aré only a hundred; and still higher till 
there are only ten; and still higher in some 
particular department till there is only a 
a unit, and that yourself. For a while you 
may keep wages and a place through the 
kindly sympathies of an employer, but you 
will eventually get more compensation than 
you can make yourself worth. 

Let me say to all women who havo already 
entered upon the battle of life that the time 
is coming when woman shall not only get as 
much salary and wages as men get, but for 
certain styles of employment women will 
have higher salary and more wages for the 
reason that for some styles of work they have 
more adaptation. But this justice will come 
to woman, not through any sentiment of gal- 
lantry, not because woman is physically 
weaker than man and therefore ought to 
bave moré consideration shown her, but be- 
cause through her finer natural taste and 
more gracé of manner and quicker percep- 
tion and more delicate touch and more edu- 
cated adroitness she will, in certain callings, 
be to her employer worth 10 per cent. more 
or 20 per cent, more than the other sex. She 
will not get it by asking for it, but by earn- 
ing it, and it shall be hers by lawful con- 
quest, 

Now, men of America, be fair and give the 
womenachance! Are you afraid that they 
will do somo of your work and bence harm 
your prosperities! Remember that there are 
scores of thousands.of men. doing women's 
work. Do. not be afraid! God knows the 
end from the beginning and he knows bow 
many people this world can feed and shelter, 
and when it gets too full be will end the 
world and if need bestart another. God will 
halt the inventive faculty which, by pro- 
ducing a machine that will do the work of 
ten or twenty ora hundred men and women, 
will leave that number of people without 
work, I bope that there will not be invented 
another sowing machine or reaping machine 
or corn thresher or any other new machine 
for the hext 500 years. We want no more 
wooden hands and iron hands and steel 
hands and electric bands substituted for men 
and women who would otherwise do the 
work and get the pay and carn the livelihood. 

But God will arrange all, and all we bave 
to do is to do our best and trust him for the 
rest. Lot mo cheer all women fighting the 
battle of life alone, with the fact that thou- 
sands of women have in that way won the 
day. Mary Lyon, founder of Mount Holy- 
oake female seminary, fought the battle 
alone; Adelaide Newton, the tract distrib- 
utor, alone; Fidelia Fisk, the consecrated 
missionary, alone; Dorothea Dix, the angel 
of the insane asylums, alone; Carolino Her 
schel, the indispensable re-enforcement of her 
brother,alone; Maria Takrzowska, the beroino 
of the Berlin hospital, alone; Helen Chal- 
mers, patron of sewing schools for the poor of 
Edinburgh, alone, And thousands and tens 
of thousands of women of whose bravery and 
self sacrifice and glory of character the world 
has made no record, but whose deeds aro in 
the heavenly archives of martyrs who fought 
the battle alone, and, though unrecognized 
for the short thirty or fifty or eighty years 
of their carthly existence, shall, through the 
quintilion ages of the higher world, bo 
pointed out with the admiring cry: ‘These 
are thoy who camo out of great tribulation 


and had their robes washod and mado white 
by the blood of the Lamb."

DEPARTMENTAL REPORTS. ~ 


THE PENITENTIARIES. 

The annual report of the Minister of 
Justice as to the penitentiaries of Canada 
has been published. Inspector Moylan, in 
his general report to the Minister, gives 
the following summary of the movements 
of convicts during the financial year 1886- 
87 in Canada:

At Sb. Vincent de Paul Penitentiary the 
daily average was 282, at Dorchester, 144 ; 
at Stony Mountain, 85 ; at B. C. Peniten- 
tlary, 94. The total conyict population of 
the Dominion, on 30th June last, was 1,- 
159, as compared with 1,200 on the corres* 
ponding date in 1886, showing a decrease 
of 41. In noting the fact that the num- 
ber of our criminals, in proportion to the 
whole population, forms a comparatively 
small percentage, it may not be out of 
place to remark that the Government and 
people of Canada have special reason to be 
thankful to a merciful Providence that 
erime is not more prevalent in the Domin- 
ion. 1 

Mr. Moylan remarks as to the objections 
to convict labor, that ‘full compliance with 
these objections would ruthlessly abolish 
one of the best means of reforming the 
convict ; they would deprive the convict of 
the opportunity to learn a trade to enable 
him to live an honest life after his discharge, 
and to contribute to his support while sery- 
ing out his sentence ; and yet many of those 
very people, along with public men and a 
portion of the press, very often find fault 
because our penitentiaries are not doing 
more to be self-sustaining.” A large por- 
tion of the public will not fall in with this 
view, believing that the convicts can be 
made to contribute largely to their own 
maintenance without competing with honest 
labor. 

From financial and other statements ac- 
compapying Mr. Moylan’s report some in- 
teresting figures are gleaned. The value 
of penitentiary buildings, stocks, etc., are 
as follows :—Kingston, $1,281,305 ; St. 
Vincent de Paul, $618,553; Dorchester, 
2401,998; Manitoba, $258,639; British 
Columbia, $280,515. 

The revenues and expenditures at each 
penitentiary show that at Kingston the 
expenditure for the fiscal year was $107,- 
788 and revenue $11,908 ; St. Vincont de 
Paul, expenditure $79,499, rovenue $1,603; 
Dorchester, expenditure $42,982, revenue 
23,161 ; Manitoba, expenditure $47,546, 
revenue $733. 

MINERALS, 

The Geological Survey has just irsued an 
interesting statistical roport on tho pro- 
duction, value, exports and imports of 
minerals in Canada for several years past 
up to 1886. The value of the mineral pro- 
duction of Canada in the latter year was 
310,629,361, about half of this coming from 
coal, The gold product was $1,830,442, 
petroleum, phosphate, pig iron and salt 
ranking next in the order named. Since 
1878 there has been a steady increase in 
the value of mineral exported, tho total 
qalue in 1886 being $3,830,821. 


RAILWAY DEPARTMENT 
The annual report of the Dopartmont of 


Railways will be issued shortly. » The total 
number of miles of railway placed under 
traffie betweon June SOth, 1886, aud Do 
comber Slat last willwoach about 624. The

THE BROOKLYN TABERNACLE. 


Dr. Talmage on the Platform—Oratorical 
Powers of the Noted Preacher, 


The first object that strikes tho visitor to 


the Brooklyn Tabernacla is the immense or- 
gan. Promptly at 7:15 o'clock the organist 
runs his fingers over the ivory keys, and 
plays two or three selections, At the exact 


moment of 7:30 Dr, Talmage walks on the 
platform His black broadcloth frock cont 
is thrown open. <A turned down collar encir- 
cles his neck, and a black tie covers his 
snowy shirt front. He drops into a blue 
plush chair, and a moment is spent in prayer. 
Then be adjusts his glasses to his oyes and 
opens his Bible. The organ peals forth 
“Praiso God, from Whom All Blessings 
Flow.” A stout, well built man steps on a 
small platform and waves his rightlitnd. In 
' his left he holds a@ silver cornet. This he 
» puts to his mouth and leads the vast audience 
insong, There is no choir or quartette in 
| the Tabernacle, The singing is entirely by 
the congregation. After this Dr. Talmage 
steps forward. The peal of the organ has 
hardly died away before he announces his 
Bible reading. He holds the good book in 
his right hand, close to his face, His left 
hand steals around to his back and clutches 
nervously at his coat tail.

He begins in a 
} well rounded but not musical yoice, Tho 
vast audience is hushed in expectancy. The

story of Ruth that he has selected. He reads 
sentence after sentence, and in a conversa- 
tional way injects comments until the old 
story, that all the world has laughed and

) new meaning, After this another hymn and 
then the collection. As the Pennies, dimes 
and quarters jingle musically together in the 
collection boxes the cornetist plays again. 
| The great church is by this time full to over- 
flowing. Thero isn’t standing room any- 
| where. Massive chandeliers light up the 
| building perfectly, and the stained glass 
| windows make a pretty and effective back- 
ground, 

Then the sermon begins, The preacher 
comes down to the front of the platform with- 
out notes or even a book in his hand. Hoe 
| doesn’t use a table or pulpit. Ho stands 

alone, Every eye is on him. He gives out 

his text in a clear, loud, ringing yoico, and 
repeats it twice. He usually begins the ser- 

mon by a hasty word picture of the scene 
where the text is laid, or by an anecdote. 
Tho sermon lasts forty minutes, It is full of 
vigor and earnestness. Indeed, that is tho 
chief characteristic of Talmage on the plat- 
form. He is in earnest. He talks quickly, 
nervously. He paces up and down the plat- 
form, and now tells a story in a low, sweet 
voice, and again he belches forth like Vesu- 
vius, and makes the chandeliers rattle with 
the sound of his voice. At times he is in- 
tensely humorous, Again he bas the audi- 
ence in tears, Again, he is so dramatic 
that the conviction forces itself upon you 
that if he had taken to the stago instead of 
the pulpit he would have made a great actor. 

‘What words did the Master use when the 
winds and waves lashed Galilee into af ury?!” 
he shouts, < 

He steps back a half dozon fect, and fora 
moment there is silence. Then he comes rush- 
ing down the platform like a tornado until 
he reaches the very edge. His hands are up- 
lifted. Ho turns his face to the ceiling until 
his mouth is on a straight line with his ears, 
and in a pleading voice says, softly, music- 
| ally: “Peace!” 
| Quick as a flash his hands comedown, His 
| face bas lost its sweetness, His yoice is 
changed and barsh, and the sentence is com- 
pleted by an awful and intensely dramatic 
yell: “Bo still!” It is the voice of authority, 
Galilee is stilled. There are ‘‘Oh’s” in the 
audience, and a man in a pew in front of me 
Jeans over to his companion and whispers: 


“I never understood the meaning of that 
sentence before,” 
The vast audience never loses interest, It 
j {san audience made up fully two-thirds of 
men between the ages of 25 and 35. They 
belong to all walks in life. Some are stu- 
dents, others are actors and playwrights, 
young ministers, bankers, brokers, lawyers 
and storekeepers, They laugh at the anec- 
dotes, and they cry and listen reyerently, 
tenderly, to the manly pleading to come to 
| Jesus.—Foster Coates in New York Mail and

It is a compound of quota- 
tions from the Old and New Testament,the 
Talmud, and the gospel of St. Barnabas, 
The Eddas of the Scandinavians were first 
published in the fourteenth century. The 
Pitkes of the Buddhists contains ‘sublime 
morals and pure inspirations, but their au- 
thor lived and died in the sixty century be- 
fore Christ. ‘There is nothing of excellence 
in these sacred books not found in the Bible. 
The sacred writings of the Chinese are call- 
ed tte Five Kings, king meaning web of 
cloth, or the warp that keeps the threads 
in their place. ‘l'hey contain the best say- 
ings of the best sages on the ethico-political 
duties of life. These sayings cannot be 
traced to a period higher than the eleventh 
century B.C, The three Vedas are the 
most ancient books of the Hindoos, and it 
is the opinion of Max Muller, Wilson, 
Johnson, and Whitney that they are not 
older than eleven centuries B, C. The 
Zendavesta of the Persians is the grandest 
of all the sacred books next to our Bible. 
Zoroaster, whose sayings it contains, was 
born in the twelfth century B. C. Moses 
lived and wrote his Pentateuch tifteen cen- 
turies B. C., and therefore has a clear mar- 
gin of 300 years olderthen the mostancient 
of the sacred writings.

4* Purcell could command, the constituency 
“* could be carried, took the bait and made 
‘the ex-Conservative the Liberal candidate 
** for Glengarry.” 

Mr. Purcell, after having some six months 
previously announced himself as the can- 
didate of his new allies, was formally nom- 
inated in October 1886, and continued that 
«* cultivation” of the constituency which he 
had commenced about the date of the an- 
nouncement of his candidature. He gave 
money to all electors who wanted it ; 
and in order to lend a legal aspect to his 
corruption, took notes or mortgages for 
the amounts so distributed, except ina few 
cases. That Mr. Purcell was perfectly 
cognizant of what he was doing is shown 
by the fact that Timothy Rousseau, one of 
his agents, swore that, ‘‘ Purcell told him 
“*at the beginning of the campaign if he 
** could not get yotes without paying money 
“* to pay the money and always take notes, 
“*as that would keep it right in Jaw.’’ Mr. 
Parcell also testified that, ‘‘In some cases 
**T avoided knowing what was spent; I 
“* didn't want to know."" What a_beauti- 
sul examplification of tho saying ‘‘Where 
ignorance is bliss, ‘tis folly to be wise.” 

Further evidence that Purcell was fully 
aware of the corruption used to secure his 
return was given by the production and 
reading in court of the following letter, 
which was written after the election by Mr. 
Leclair, who was married to a niece of the 
member-elect, and who acted as one of his 
agents, toa hotel keeper who was pressing 
him for money. 

April 2, 1887. 
To Jas, Johnston, Esq. 

Sra,—I have a letter from Pat Purcell. He 

said Macmaster had until the 25th of this month 


to protest the election, co tell all friends to be 
careful until that time. I willsee about you 
after that.

Mr. Purcell’s transparent devices to 
screen himself from the consequences of his 
corruption were easily seen through by 
Judge Rose, who not only unseated and 
disqualified him personally, but ordered 
the criminal prosecution of the respondent 
“* standard elevator” and five corruption- 
ists, namely Saucier, Tyo, Vanier, Ken- 
nedy and Mackenzie. His Honor also in- 
timated that he would report to the Speak- 
er of the House of Commons that corrupt 
practices prevailed extensively in tho elec. 
tion, The effect of this report may bo the 
appointment of a commission to make an 
exhaustive investigation, in which case 
further prosecutions for bribery will prob. 
ably result. 

The career of Mr. Patrick Purcell as a 
Grit M. P. has been short, expensive and, 

_ We doubt not, very unsatisfactory to him- 
self. Instead of figuring in Parliament as 
the representative of the fine old County®f 
Glengarry, he finds himself, after the ex- 
penditure of not Jess, probably, than $40,- 
000 in bribery and law costs, ousted from 
the position which he had purchased, de- 
prived of his political rights, scorned by all 
honest men, and with a hoavy fine and pos- 
sible imprisonment in prospect. Verily the 
way of the transgressor is hard, and Patrick 
Purcell must rue the day when he deserted 
his former political friends, joined the 
Grite and adopted their methods. His 
punishment is, however, righteous, in view 
of his wholesale debauchery of the electors 
and his contemptible efforts to evade the 
consequences of his criminal acts. 

There is, judging from past experience, 
no hope that the punishment meted out 
to the man who corrupted Glengarry will 
{improve the moral sentiment of the Grit 
party ; but fear of similar consequences may 
deter them from resorting to their favorite 
devices in futuro, and tho 
profit thereby.

Mr, Kittridge’s success as an in- 
ventorhasmadebim rich. He began life in 
an humble way, but by energy and ability 
has gained a high place in the civil engineer- 
ing profession. He is a tall, fine looking man, 
and he has traveled extensively in this coun- 
try and Europe. 

John L, Sullivan recently saidto a friend 
that he had never resisted a policeman, With 
wthorough appreciation of his own prowess 
he remarked; “I’m different from every- 
body else in that. Ifa policeman should try 
to arrest you and you resisted he might 
knock you down with his club, but if it was 
me and I resisted he would shoot me the first 
thing. No man would tackle me without his 
hand on his revolver. And so I go with a 
policeman quietly the first time be speaks to 
me, without making any fuss.” 

Both the sons of Garibaldi are now depu- 
ties, Ricciotti, the younger, having been 
elected to represent Rome in May, 1887. 
Menotti Garibaldi, who for many years has 
represented the district of Velletri, is gen- 
erally popular with men of all parties, and 
is a plain, honest soldier, who, although of 
course a member of the Left, is distinguished 
for good common sense rather than extreme 
radicalism. Ricciotti Garibaldi was edu- 
cated in England, and bas an English wifa 
He entered parliament as a workingman's 
candidate; but it remains to be seen whether 
he will really prove to be as much of a 
radica] after his election as he was before it, 


Mr, Manton Marble, formerly chief editor 
and proprietor of The World, is one of the 
very few men in this city who have ever 
retired from the editorship of any daily 
paper under their control. Greeley, Ray- 
mond and Bennett, who wore Mr. Marble’s 
contemporaries a quarter of a century ago, 
worked in barness to the last. 60 did 
Bryont, Brooks and Hastings. Not only 
did Mr, Marble himself retire from daily 
newspaperdom, but nearly all the chief mem- 
bers of bis editorial staff did the same thing 
about the same time, such men as Hurlbut, 
Evans and Croly, all of whom are yet alive, 


Killed a White Deer. 

One of the rarest of wild animals, a white 
deer, was killed a fow days ago near Snow- 
shoo mountain, Clinton county, Pa., by Pro- 
thonotary Maun, of Sunbury, It was nearly 
pure white, and one of the largest docs ever 
killed in the region. But three white deer 
were over killed before in this part of the 
state. Old hunters generally believe in the 
backwoods superstition that to kill a white 
deer forbode evil to its slayer, and all who 
have heard of Prothonotary Mann's deliber- 
ate defiance of the superstition are aghast at 
his temerity and prophesy all sorts of bad 
luck for him. He will have the magnificent 
skin of the animal stuffed and mounted.— 
Chicago News, 


Emperor William's Travels. 

On all tho German railroads—and the 
emperor, be it stated, always travels by extra 
train—he pays the regular tariff faro for his 
person and suite, as well as for the baggage. 


Tho average rate is six marks por kilometer 
for every axle, and in view of the fact that 
his majesty travels many thousand kilo- 
meters in the course of a year, the railroads 


have a good customer in him,—The Argonaut, 


Porter and Professor, 
Tho Lewistown Journal says that the por- 


ter that takes care of Senator Stanford's pri- 
vate car gota $200 a month, and that the pro- 
fessors in one of “our Maine colleges” receive

Explosions toa Oval Mine

EFFECTS OF A FIRE THAT HAS BURNED FOR 
FIGHT YEARS. 


Hauirax, N.S. January 15.—The Albion 
coal mines at Stellarton, owned by a Cana- 
dian, American and English syndicate, have 
again been wrecked by explosions, and are 
on fire. These minesare the scene of the 
great explosion of 1880, when forty-fivelives 
were lost. This time, fortunately. no lives 
were lost,but four men were badly injured, 
and fifteen men working in the Halifax pit 
when the fire was discovered had a_hair- 
breadth escape. The fire was discovered in 
Halifax pit at 10 o'@ock last night, . Hard- 
ly had the men reached the surface when 
the mine exploded. Two explosions oc- 
curred to day, the second one at 1.30, of 
tremendous force, wrecking the engine 
house, destroying the fan, burning all the 
hoisting gear and destroying all other build- 
ingsin connection with the mine. This ex- 
plosion was so great as to be felt like an 
earthquake shock in the surrounding coun- 
try for twelye miles distant. The mine is 
still on fire. It is supposed to have been 
communicated from the cage pit, which has 


been on fire since the great disaster eight 
years ago.

Italians in Abyssinia, 
SEVERE FIGHTING IN PROSPECT, 

Rome, January 16.—Great excitement 
prevails here owing to the receipt of « ficial 
news from Massowah to the effect that 
Kink Menelik of Shoa, aud the Mahomme- 
dan tribe of Gallas have settled their little 
difficulties and have announced their inten- 
tion of joining their forces with those of 
King John against the Italians. The Gall- 
as, who constitute a nation of about eight 
million inhabitantt all told, are particular- 
ly feared, owing to their mounted force, 
which said to be 40,000strong. Interviewed 
by the Italian correspondent at Cairo, Mr. 
Gerald Portal, who has just returned 
from the camp of the Negus after the 
failure of his mission of peace, says that 
the King, without counting his new allies, 
can put into the field 60,000 men, armed 
with modern repeating rifles, and as many 
more irregulars. Immediately on re 
ceipt of this grave news Gen. Boertold 
Viole, Minister of War, ordered the imme- 
diate embarkation of the reserve corps, of 
6000 men now at Naples. They will sail on 
Wednesday. Ten thousand men are being 
drafted from other military departments to 
form a second reserve corps, which, itis be- 
lieved, will be despatched within a week to 
Massowah. The Secolo, of Milan, and other 
Opposition papers demand that at least 30, - 
000 more men bo sent to strengthen the 
army already in Africa, which now num- 
bers 28,000 men. It now appears that last 
week Gen. San Maizano, the Commander 
in-Chief, was ordered to leave his entrench- 
ed camp on January 26th, the anniversary 
of the massacre of the Italian regiment near 
Dongali, but that he declined to execute 
the movement owing to the smallness of his 
force and to the grave news from the in- 
terior which had reached him, La Reforma 
and the other Government organs haye 
come out flat-footed and say that Italy will 
never leave Abyesinia ; that the death of 
the five hundred at Dongali must be blood 
ily avenged, and that subsequently the 
army will take possegsion of and keep the 
Keren country, which is high land and suit- 
able for Italian colonization. 

It is reported that dissension exists 
among the Abyssinian chiefs, King John 
wants to delay the advance until the sum- 
mer, while Kas Aloula urges an immediate 
attack.

One New Bruswick firm 
sells in the Upper Provinces annually about 
3100,000 worth of brass goods of its manu 
facture, such as steam injectors, pup valves, 
check valves, globe valves, etc. Nearly all 
the forgings used in the locomotive works 
at Kingston this year will come from New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia. Car axles 
used in the Grand Trunk and Canadian Pa- 
cific shops are being obtained from the 
same quarter, Ten thousand tons a yoar 
of nail plate is madein St. John, N. B., 
and the product in spikes, nails, tacks,etc., 
is sold chiefly in the Upper Provinces. The 
bar iron made atSt. John, N. B., and 
Londonderry, N. 8., finds its market main- 
ly in Quebee province and the West. The 
steel for ploughs and other agricultural im- 

lements manufactured jn Ontario comes 
argely from Nova Scotia,

Our Gov- 
ernment when they introduced the N. P., 
coupled with it an offer to the United States 
fof reciprocity in natural products, which 
would have been made free to the world, 
as they were following the treaty of 1854 ; 
they went toa good deal of expense, and 
happily with satisfactory results, to bring 
Canadian products and manufactures before 
the world at the Indo-Colonial exhibition ; 
they have used every possible effort to so- 
cure an extension of our trade with France 
and with Spain; they sent out agents to 
Australia and the West Indies, to endeavor 
to work up trade with those colonies ; they 
are about sending an agent on a similar er- 
rand to Brazil and the Argentine Republic ; 
in order to induce a settlement of the fish- 
ery question and so to maintain a trade 
with the United States which that country 
had formally announced its intention of 
cutting off, or at all events of restricting by 
the imposition of heavy customs duties, 
they gaye our neighbors the free use of our 
fishories ; in a word, the very Government 
whom the Mail, in its crazy crusade in sup- 
port of an impossible project, stigmatizes 
as ‘‘restrictioniats” who consider it ‘a crime 
to sell our products abroad,” have dove 
more towards the extension of ourtrade with 
foreign countries than all the other Govern- 
ments which Canada has ever had.

A SCIENTIST’S OPINION. 


Prof. E. J. Chapman, of University Col- 
lege and the School of Practical Science, 
Toronto, writes to the Toronto World, in 
reference to the agitation which that jour- 
nal has started astoa mining bureau for 
Ontario : 


We have been told that the Government 
should erect, or assist in erecting, blast furnaces 
for the reduction of ouriron ores, I do not 
believe in this, Private enterprise will put. up 
there furnaces whenever they can be made to 
pay. At present there is not wealth enough nor 
eopraiion: enough in the country to encourage 

enterprise. Itsdayis to come. Two or 
blast furnaces in active work would make 
more iron in a couple of months than the pro- 
vince could use upina year, If Free Trade 
existed with the United States, we might send 
our surplns there, it is true ; bnt then two could 
play at that game, and I am afraid a good deal 
more iron would be sent into the province than 
we could send out of it. 

Prof. Chapman's opinion, as that of an 
expert, is no doubt correct. If we had free 
trade with our neighbors, and maintained 
our tariff against the world, they would 
eend us iron and wo would furnish some of 


the ore from which they manufactured the 
metal,

Now that was the man whom Abigail, the 
‘Tovely and graciohs and good woman, mar- 
ried—a tuberose planted beside a thistle; a 
palm branch: twined into a wreath of deadly

Miatches made in heaven, We throw up our 
hands in horror.at that wedding, How did 
‘she ever consent to link her destinies with

‘that; it would be an honor to. be associated 
with an aristocratic family, and no one can 
despise ‘a gitat name. Beside this, wealth 
would come, and with it chains of gold and 
mansions. lighted. by. swinging lamps of 
aroniktic oi), and resounding with the cheer 
of hariquéters seated At tables) laden with 
wines from the richest vineyards, and fruits 
from ripest orchards, and nuts threshed from 
foreign woods, nud nents smoking in‘platters 
of gold, set on by slaves in bright uniform, 
Before sbe plighted her troth with this dissi- 

ted man she sometimes said to herself: 
‘How can I endure him! To be associated 
for life with such»a;debauche I cannot and 
will not!” But*then again she said to her- 
self: “‘Itis time I wns married, and this isa 
cold World to depéid on,and perhaps I 
might do worse and may be I will makea 
sober man out of him, and marriage is a lot- 
tery anyhow.” And when one day this rep- 
resentative of a great house presented him- 
ssif in a parenthesis of sobriety and with an

Behold here a domestic tragedy repeated 
every hour of every day all over Christen- 
dom—marringe for worldly success without 
regard to character. So Marie Jeanne 
Phlipon, the daughter of the humble en- 
graver of Paris, bécamo the famous Mme. 
Roland of history, the vivacious and bril- 
liant girl united with the cold, formal, mon- 
otonous man, because he came of an affluent 
family of Amiens and had lordly blood in 
his veins, The day when through political 
rérolution this patriotic woman was led to 
the scaffold around which lay piles of human 
heads that had fallen from the ax, and she 
said to an aged man whom she had comforted 
as they ascended the scaffold: “Go first that 
you may not. witness my death,” and then 
undaunted took her turn to die—that day 
was to her only the last act of a tragedy of 
which ber uncongenial marriage day was the 
first, 

Good and genial character fn A man, the 
very first requisite for a woman's bappy mar- 
riage. Mistake mo not as depreciative of 
worldly. prosperities. There is a religious 
cant that would seem to represent poverty as 
a virtue, and wealth asacrime. I can take 
you through a thousand mansions where God 
is asmmuch worshipped as he ever was in 4 
¢abin. Tho gospel inculcates the virtues which 
tend toward wealth. In the millennium we will 
all dwvell in palaces, and ride in chariots, and 
sit at sumptuous banquets, and sleep under 
rich embroideries, and live 400 or 500 years, 
for, if according to the Biblo, in those times 
a child shall dic 100 years old, the average of 
human life will be at least five centuries. The 
whole tendency of sin is toward poverty, and 
tho whole tendency of righteousness is toward 
wealth. Godliness is profitable for tho life 
that now is os well as for that which is to 
come. No inventory can be made of the 
picture galleries consecrated to God, and of 
sculpture, and of libraries, and pillared mag- 
nificence, and of parks, and fountains and 
gardens in the ow nership of good men and 
women. The two most lordly residences in 
which I was ever a guest bad morning and 
evening prayers, all the employes present, 
and oll day long there was an air of cheerful 
piety in the conversation and behavior. Lord 
Radstock carried the gospel to the Russian 
nobility. Lord Cavan and Lord Cairns spent 
their vacation in evangolistic services. Lord 
Congleton became. missionary to Bagdad. 
And the Christ, who was born in an eastern 
caravansary, bas again and again lived ina 
palace. 

It is a grand thing to have plentyof 
money, and horses that don’t compel you to 
take the dust of every lumberifg and lazy 
vehicle; and books of history that give you 
a glimpse of all the past; and shelves ot 
poctry to which you may go and ask Milton 
or Tennyson or Spencer or Tom Moore or 
Robert Burns to step down and spond an 
evoning with you; and other shelves to 
which you may go while you feel disgrusted 
with the shams of the world, and ask Thack- 
eriy to express your chagrin, or Charles 
Dickens to oxpose the PecksniManism, or 
Thomas Carlyle to thunder your indignation; 
or the other shelves where tho old gospel 
writerr stand ready to warn and cheer us 
while they open doors into that city which is 
60 bright ‘the noonday sun is abolished. There

All infidels are cranks. | Many of 
them talk brightly, but you soon flod that fn 
their mental machinery there is a screw 
loose. Whon they are not lecturing against 
Christianity they are sitting in} barrocns 
squirting tobacco juice, and when they gt 
mad swear till the place is sulphurous, They 
only talk to keep their courage up and at 
best will feel like the infidel who bogged to 
be buried with his Christian wife and 
daughter, and when asked why he wanted 
such burial replied: “If there be a resurrec- 
tion of the good, ss some folks * there will 
be, my Christian wife and daughter will 
somehow get me up and take mo alovg with 
them." 

Man may pretend to despise religion, but 
they are rank bypocrates. The sea captain 
was right when he camo up to the village on 
the sea coast, and insisted on paying $10 to 
the church although he did not attend him- 
self. When asked his reason, ho said that 
ho had been in the habit of carrying cargoes 
of oysters and clams from that place, and ho 
found since that church was built the people 
wero more honest than they used to be, for 
before the church was built he often found the 
load when he came to count it a thousand 
clams short, Yes. Godliness {s profitable 
for both worlds. Most of tho great honest 
permanent worldly successes are by those 
who reverence God and the Bible. But what 
I do say is that if a man have nothing but 
social position and financial resources, a 
woman who puts her happiness by marriage 
in his hand re-nacts the folly of Abigail 
when she accepted disagreeable Nabal, 
“whose possessions were in Carmel; and the

If there be good moral character accom- 
panied by affluent circumstances, I congratu- 
late you. Ifnot, let the morning lark fly 
clear of the Rocky mountaineagle, Tho sac- 
rifice of woman on the altar of social and 
financial expectation is cruel and stupendous. 
I sketch you a scene you have more than 
once witnessed. A comfortable home with 
nothing more than ordinary surroundings, 
but an attractive daughter carefully and 
Christianly reared. From the outside world 
comes in a man with nothing but money, un- 
less youcount profanity and selfishness and 
fondness for champagne and general reck- 
lessness as part of his possession, He bas his 
coat collar turned up when there is no chill 
in the air but because it gfves him an air of 
abandon, and eyeglass, not because he is near- 


pearance, and with an attire somewhat loud, 
a cane thick enough to be the club of Hercules 
and clutched at the middle, his conversation 
interlarded with French phrases inaccurately 
pronounced, and a saseop of manner indicating 
that he was not born like most folks, but ter- 
restrially landed. By arts learned of the 
devil hoe insinuates himself into the affections 
of the daughter of that Christian home. All 
the kindred congratulate her on the almost 
supernatural prospects. Reports come in 
that the young man is fast in bis habits, that 
he has broken several young hearts, and that 
he is mean and selfish and cruel. But all 
this is covered up with the fact that he has 
several houses in his own name, and has 
large deposits at the bank, and more than 
all, has a father worth many hundred thou- 
sand dollars, and very feeble in health, and 
may any day drop off, and this isthe only 
son, and a round dollar held close to one’s eye 
is large enough to shut outa great desert, 
and how much more will several bushels of 
dollars sbut out, 

The marriage day comes and goes, The 
wedding ring was costly enough, and the 
orange blossoms fragrant enough, and the 
benediction solemn enough, and the wedding 
march stirring enough. And the audience 


shed tears of sympathetic gladness, supposing 


that the craft containing the two has sailed 
off on a placid lake, although Gods knows 
that they are launched on a Dead sea, its 
waters brackish with tears and ghastly with 


ghastly faces of despair floating to the surface 
and then going down, There they are, the 


newly married pair in their new home, He 
turns out to bea tyrant. Her will is noth- 
ing, his will everything. Lavish of money 
for his own pleasure, he begrudges her the 
pennies he pinches oft into her trembling 


Instead of the kind words she left 


complaints and fault findings and curses. He 
is the master and shéthe slave. The worst 
villain on earth is the man who, having 
captured a woman from her father’s honse 
and after the oath of the marriage altar has 
been pronounced, says, by his manner if not 
in words: ‘I have you now in my power. 
What can you do? My arm is stronger than 
yours. My voice is louder than yours, My 
fortune ts greater than yours. My name is 
mightier thau yours. Now crouch beforeme 
like a dog. Now crawl away from me like a 
reptile. You are nothing but a woman, any- 
how, Down, you miserable wretch!” Can 
halls of monsic, caw long lines of Etruscan 
bronze, or statuary by Palmer and Powers 
and Crawford and Chantry and Canova, can 
galleries rich from the pencil of Bierstadt 
and Chureh and Kenset and Cole and Crop- 
sey; could flutes played on by an Ole Bull 
or, pianos fingered by a Gottschalk, or solos 
warbled by a Sonntag, could wardrobes like 
that of a Marie Antoinette, could jewels like 
those of a Eugenio make a wife in such a 
companiopship bappy?

Wool” The oxen and sheep in olden times 
brought to the temple of Jupiter to be sacri- 
ficed used to be covered with ribbons and 
flowers, ribbons on tho horns and flowers on 
the neck. But the floral and ribboned decora- 
tions did not make the stab of the buteber's 
knife less deathful, and all the chandolicrs 
you hang over such o woman, and all tho 
robes with which you enwrap ber, and all 
the ribbons with which you adorn her, and 
all the bewitching charms with which you 
embank her footsteps are the ribbons and 
flowers of a horrible butchery 

As if to show how wretched a good woman 
may be in splendid surroundings, we have two 
recent illustrations, two ducal palaces in 
Great Britain They are the focus of tho 
best things that are possible in art, in litera 
ture, in architecture—the accumulation of 
other estates, until their wealth is beyond 
calculation and their grandeur beyond des- 
cription, One of the castles has a cabinet

Before things aro right in this world gen- 
teel villians aro to bo expurgated.

Keep all 
such out of your parlors, have no recognition 
for them in the street, and no more think of 
allying your lifo and destiny with theirs than 
“gales from Araby” would consent to pass 
the honeymoon with an Egyptian plague. 
All that money or social position a bad man 
brings toa woman in marriage isa splendid 
despair, a gilded horror, a brilliant agony, a 
prolonged death, and the longer the marital 
union lasts the more evident will be the fact 
that she might better never have been born. 
Yet you and I have been at brilliant weddings, 
where before the feast was over, the bride- 
groom’s tongue was thick, and his eye glassy, 
and his step a stagger as he clicked glasses 
with jolly comrades, all going with lightning 
limited express train to the fatal crash over 
the embankment of a ruined life and a lost 
eternity.

And to 
that honor you are invited by the monarch 
of heaven and earth, and this day a voice 
from the skies sounds forth: ‘‘As the bride- 
groom rejoiceth over the bride so shall thy 
God rejoice over thee.” Let Him put upon 
thee the ring of this royal marriage. Here is 
an honor worth reaching after, By repent- 
ance and faith you may come into a marriage 
with the emperor of universal dominion, and 
you may be an empress unto God forever, 
and reign with him in palaces that the cen- 
turies cannot crumble or cannonades de 


olish, 

High worldly marriage is not necessary for 
woman, or marriage of any kind in order to 
your happiness, Celibacy has been honored 
by the best being that ever-lived and uis 
greatest apostle, Christ aud Paul. What 
higher honor could single life on earth have! 
But what you need, oh woman, is to be affi- 
anced forever and forever, and the bands of 
that marriage I am this moment here and 
now ready to publish. Let the angels: of 
heaven bend from their galleries of light to 
witness while I pronounce you one—a loving 
God and a forgiven soul. One of the most 
stirring passages in history with which Iam 
acquainted tells us how Cleopatra, the exiled 
queen of Egypt, won the sympathies of Julius 
Cmsar, the conqueror, until ho became tho 
bridegroom and she the bride.

mounted, and the air was redolent with tho 
spicery of tropical gardens and resonant 
with the music that mado the night glad as 
thé day. You may rejoice, ob woman, that you 
are not o Cleopatra, and that tho ono to 
whom you may be afilanced had nono of the 
sins of Cusar, the conquerer. But it suggests 
to me how you, a soul exiled from happiness 
and peace, may find your way to the foot of 
the conqueror of earth and sky, Though it 
may be a dark night of spiritual agitation in 
which you put out into the harbor of peace 
you may sail, and when all tho wrappings of

Another Great Fire in Mont- 
real, 


SEVERAL BUILDINGS BURNED. 
Loss $200,000. 


(By Telegraph.) 

Montreat, Jan. 21.—Another large fire 
occurred here early this morning and was 
one of the most disastrous Montreal has seen 
for years. It broke out in the premises 
occupied by the Dominion Art Furniture 
Oo. and Menard Hall and Cap block man- 
ufacturer. The firernen were on hand al- 
moat immediately, but were unable to 
check the flames which, soon spread to 
Borgeau and Heron's coff:e mills, adjoin- 
10g. 

The firemen worked nobly, although 
suffering terribly from cold, the thermome- 
ter at the time registering twenty degrees be- 
low zsro. A light wind, which prevailed 
at the time, also combined to hamper their 
‘movements. 

The Canada spice and coffee mills were 
soon in flames and in a short time the sec- 
ond, third and fourth stories were com- 
pletely gutted. Several narrow escapes 
were recorded owing to falling walls. The 
firemen had the fire under control at a 
quarter to four, but not before the buildings 
had been completely burned. The total 
loss is estimated at $200,000.

in plaiu buildings, and sung old fashioned 
hymns. ‘They talked and acted like sume 
‘ald pilgrims that were luoking for a better 
country ; and when they left the world they 
stuck to it to the very last that they were 
Roing to a city where there is no night. It 
is my deliberate oponion that the vast ma- 


| jority of them went just where they said 


they were going. 

But they are nearly all out of the way 
now, and the people havea mind to try a 
different route. We oan be Christians now 
and do as we like, Yes, indeed. Wecan 
have fine edificies, cushioned seats, costly 
carpets, a fashionable preacher, and have 
all our fiddling and singing done to order, 
Why, insome of our modern structures, 
the majority of the choir are not members 

of the church ; and they do sing so aweet- 
ly ; perfectly delightful. The music rolls 
over the heads of the congregation like the 
sound of many waters, Not a word can be 
heard ; but the sound is glorious. Some- 
times one sings allalone for a little while, 
thon two, aot pretty soon the whole choir 
will chime in until the whole house is_fill- 
ed with most transporting sound. Now, 
if this is not singing with the spirit, and 
with the understanding also, then what is 
it i—that’s the question, I know it is a 
little risky to speak out against pride at 
this day, because the church is full of it, 
It is of no use to deny it. And hundreds 
who occupy the pulpit, whose duty it is to 
point out these evils plainly, are like dumb 
dogs: they don’t even bark at it. They 
just let it go; and go itdoes. And in pro- 
portion as pride gains in a church, spiritual 
power dies out. They will not, cannot, 
dwell together, for they are eternal oppo- 
sites. It is asin and a shame for menand 
women professing Christianity to spend 
money the way they do to gratifya proud 
heart, There are many evils in the land 
and in the church, but I doubt if any one 
evil is doing more hram than pride. 1t has 
stolen into the church by degrees, and now 
rules with arod of iron, Ohurches that 
were once noted for plainness, and whose 
law still stands against pride and fashion, 
are practically powerless on the subjsct. 

The religion of Christ is pure, peaceful, 


mercy. All Christians are baptized with 
one Spirit, into one body. They mind not 

ngs, but condescend to men of low 
estate, Their highest ambition is to hon- 
or God with all they have and are, They 
are not puffed up, not conformed to this 
world, but transformed by the renewing of 
their minds. There is no such thing in 
heaven or earth as a proud Christian ; there 
Pride is of 
the devil—it originated with him; and he 
is managing it most successfully i in ‘destroy- 
ing souls. But who is to blame for this 
state of things in the Church? First, and 
mostly, the pulpit is to blame. Men’ who 
profess to be called of God to lead people 
to heaven, have ceased to rebuke this soul- 
destroying, heaven-provoking spirit. But 
why? First, fora living, then for a po- 
pularity. 

Churches that wore once powerful for 

ood are now well-nigh lost in forms and 
ashions. We may shut our eyes, and cry 
“Old Goggy,” and all that, but the fact is 
before us—pride, fashion,and extravagance, 
are eating the very life ovt of many of the 
heretofore best congregations in the land, 
The world is running crezy, Therich load 
the way, because they can; while the poor 
strain every nerve to keep in sight. —Bisu-

During the rebollion of '85 the name of 
Big Bear could hardly be mentioned with- 
out provoking a shudder, It was his band 
that committed the cold-blooded massacre 
of priests and othor civilians at Frog Lake, 
that killed one Mounted Policeman and 
neatly killed another at Fort Pitt, and 
that kept the men and women whom’ they 
captured at both places in fear of worse 
thau death during their months of wander- 
ing. At last the captives either escaped 
separately or were allowed to go off with 
the Wood Crees, who had consistently pro- 
tected them from the savagery of Big Bear's 
**Plain Crees.” Big Bear himself cdesorted 
his followers, and, with his own family, 
gave himself up to a half-breed at Duck 
Lake.

The Dakota Blizzard, 


ONE THOUSAND LIVES THE ESTIMATED 
IN THE TERRITORY. 


Neprasxa City, Neb. Jan. 21.—Judge 
J. F. Kenney, agent of the Yankton Siouz 
Indian agency in Dakota, arrived here yes- 
terday after being nine days on tho road, 
Five days wero necessary for the party to 
travel thirty miles. Thethermometer dur. 
ing the five days was at forty degrees be: 
low zero most of the time. The judge 
says the loss of life in Dakota has been 
greatly under estimated, while at one 
station in Bon Homme county nineteen 
frozen bodies were brought into the depot 
in one day. In Bon Homme county the 
list of dead will reach fully 160. The es- 
simates made at Yankton of the loss of 
life throughout the territory figure up over 
1,000. The counties where the loss of lifo 
was the largest arg:—Bon Homme 160:

SIXTH LEGISLATURE —SEOOND

The Lieut,.Governor's Speecb, 


(By Telegraph ) 
Toronvr0, Jany. 25. 
Tho second session of the sixth Logisla- 
ture of Onturio was oponed at 5 o'clock this 
aftornoun, by—for tho firat time since his 
appointment 
boll, Liout.-Governor, Tho usual cere- 
monies wero almost wholly dispoused with. 
Tho following is tho full text of the 
SPEECH FROM THE THRONE, 


Gentlemen of the Leyislutive 


Aasembly ; 

I haye much pleasure in welcoming you 
to your annual duties as reprosontatives of 
the people, for the firat time since my ap- 
pointment as Lieut.-Governor, | should 
hike to believe that my long experience in 
Canadian public life may yive me some 
special advantages for rendering in my 
new position useful service to the province 
which has long been my home, and in 
whose progress an! prosperity | take the 
deepest interest. ; 

Since your last session, the Supreme 
Court of Canada has affirmed the judg- 
ments of the High Court and Court ot Ap- 
peal in favor of the Provincial - claim to 
crown lands, to which the so called Indian 
title had not been extinguished until after 
confederation. The defendants haye ap 
pealed from all these decisions to Her 
Majvaty’s Privy Council and the appeal 
will probably be heard and decided during 
the present yoar, Meanwhile, in reliance 
on the decisions already obtained, patents 
have been issued by the Province to claim 
ants/who have applied to my Government 
for patents, and have shewn their right to 
reoéive them, on like grounds and proofs 
as are recognized and acted on with respect 
to our other provincial lands, There has 
been some correspondence with the Federal 
Government on the subject, which will bo 
laid before you. 

I am happy to inform you that the Fed- 
eral Government has recently intimated to 
me its intention of conourring in the 
steps necessary for obtaining at the next 
session of the Imperial Parliament an 
Act coulirming the Western boundary 
of the Province, agreeably to the order 
of Her Majesty in Council, made in 
August 1884. Negotiations have com- 
menced respecting our northern boundary 
also, 80 faras the same has not already 
been determined. 

I regret that substantial progress has 
been made towards the settlement of 
the long pending accounts and other quest- 
ions between the Dominion and the Pro- 
vince. The correspondence on these sub 
jects will be submitted to you. 

As respects the unsettled matters between 
Outario and Quebec, in which the Domini- 
on has no interest, including the claim of 
this Province on behalf of the municipali- 
ties and the land improvement fund in re- 
spect of collections from crown lands be- 
fore confedjerati n, an agreement hag 
been arrived at between the two Provincial 
Governments for settling these mattera by 
a friendly arbitration in case the proposal 
shall receive your approval, 

The resolutions respecting provincial 
matters adopted unanimously at the recent 
Inter Provincial Conference at Quebec, 
will be submitted for your consideration, 
and bills are in preparation for carrying 
into effect such of the resolutions as require 
present legislation of the part of this Pro- 
vince, 

I regret exceedingly that the Proyince 
has experienced a considerable amount of 
agricultural depression by reason of the 
great drouth of last year and its unprece- 
dented duration” On the other hand I am 
glad to say that there has been more than 
the usual activity in the settlement of our 
crown lands and in mining enterprise, and 
that the revenue from the crown lands, ex- 
clurive of timber, has been greater than 
for several years previously, 

The Legislature has always given special 
attention to thedevelopment of the agri- 
cultural resources of the Province and to 
the imprcvemcen’ of the condition of those 
who follow agricultural pursuits. To fur- 
ther promote these important objects and 
in view of the increasing work of all the 
Government departments from year to 
year, I recommend for your consideration 
the appointment of a Minister to whose 
special attention all matters relating to 
agricultural and kindred subjects may be 
transferred, A bill for this purpose will 
be laid before you. 

The value of our timber limits having 
greatly increased of late yours, it was ro- 
cently thought that the time had come for 
making such advances in ground rents and 
t mber dues as should bring to the Provin- 
cial revenue a substantial income without 
being unfair or oppressive to persons en- 
gaged in the timber trade, oertain in- 
creases were accordingly mado, and that 
they were not unreasonable or inoppor- 
tune, has been shown by the large prices 
obtained for limits at the timber sale which 
was afterwards held. _ 

I was glad to have it in my power to 
issue the necessary proclamation tor bring- 
ing into force at the close of the year, the 
newly revised statutes of the Province, 
embodying once more in two convenient 
volumes its whole public statutelaw. The 
report of the commissioners, (which will be 
laid before you,) recommends the passing of 
a confirmatory Act, as was done in the case 
of the revision of 1877, and [ commend 
their suggestion to your attention, In con- 
nection with the revision of our public 
Statutes, all statutory provisions affecting 
practice and procedure, and all the rules 
and orders issued by the various courts 
during the last thirty years have been oon- 
solidated and revised, under the superin- 
tendence and direction of the Judges of the 
Ontario Supreme Court, with the view of 
completing the fusion of the courts con- 
templated by the Judicature Act and of 
promoting uniformity, certainty and sim- 
plicity in legal proceedings, The consoli- 
dated orders have been adopted under the 
authority given to the judges for this pur- 
pose by statute ; but they recommend that 
their work, as executed, should receive 
legislative confirmation and to this recom- 
mendation also, I invite your attention. 

I regret I have not had occasion to call 
into force by proclamaticn the Act of last 
session providing for the confederation of 
other universities with the Provincal Uni- 
versity, but I hopoto have tho pleasure of 
doing so beforp the close of the pregont 
year. Meanwhile an efficient medical 
faculty has been added ta the Provincial 
University andis nowin successful opera: 
tion. Negotiations have taken place for

In consequence of representations as to 
the necessity of important amendments in 
the municipal law affecting cities especially 
but not exclusively, I issued a commission 
during the recess to collect the experience 
of other countries,states, and provinces, es 
well as of our own, in regard to the mat- 
ters referred to, with the object of putting 
you in possession of material which may be 
of service in this department of legislative 
duty, [ hope to receive ina few days the 
first report of the commissioners. This 
report, when recvived,andall departmental 
and other usual reports, will be laid be- 
fore you for ycuc information. 

The estimates forthe current year will 
at an early date be submitted for your ap- 
proval. They will be found to have been 
prepared with all the economy consist- 
ent with the efficiency of the public ser- 
vice, 

Iam glad to feel assured that your 
legislative labors during the present season 
will be characterized by the same earnest 
care and thoughiful attention which have 
heretofore marked the work of the Legas- 
lative Assembly of Ontario.

Farm Matters, 

Savina Dry Coat Asues.—Some of the 
finest coal ashes should be saved where they 
can be kept dry for use next season. They 
are finer than plaster, and make a valuable 
insectide either alone or mixed with Paris 
green, They are algo excellent to mix with 
poultry droppings as an absorbent, 


ScarrertnG DRoppincs or ANIMALS, — 
After the first freezing weather it is easy to 
break up the droppings of cows or other 
cattle, in pastures. rost disintegrates 
these lumps, making them fall in pieces 
better than they will earlier in the season. 
A little spare time spent in this work will 
greatly increase the yield of grass next year. 

Menvinc Grain Baas.—The first year’s 
use of grain bags takes probably two-thirds 
of their value from them in most cases, It 
ould really be better for farmers who do 
not keep grain bags in good repair to buy 
new ones once a year, than to stand the 
losses of grain by small holes that, unper- 


ceived, have worn their way through them. 


Temporarily stufling such holes with straw 
or hay is only a vexation, as the holes wear 
larger, involving greater loss, 


Roots Szexine Foop.--While it may be 
doubted whether roots of trees or plants 
ever consciously travel towards their food, 
some facts certainly look as if such con- 
sciousness did exist. Trees, however, ex- 
tend their roots in all directions much far 
ther than is often thought. When these 
fibres make a find of their fayorite feed the 
trée or plant bends its energies towards 
that spot until it is exhausted. - But the 
cases Are more strange where every access 
to the manure is closed, except through 
some one aperture, and the roots find that 
and continue their course until the manure 
is reached. } 

Carsonic Acip Gas.—Carbon inert in 
the soil is valueless to crops, except by 
improving its mechanical texture. But 
this, by admitting air, forms a union of its 
oxygen with the carbon, making carbonio 
acid gas,one of the most powerful solvents, 
and decidedly the cheapest, that the farm- 
ercan use. Theseed in germinating gen- 
erates somo of this gas and thus jhelps to 
unlock fertility in the soil around it. Any 
one has noticed Show quickly clothing rot 
when covered with moist earth. It is 
largely because it is corroded by carbonio 
acid gas, that all soils containing vegetable 
matter are pretty sure to contain. 


Correras As A Funcus Desrroyer.—lt 
has long been known that flour of sulphur 
was a spocitic to destroy fungus ; but it is 
rather expensive and not easy to apply, 
The iron sulphate, copperas, has been 
found equally efticacious in many cases,and 
asit is partially soluble it may be easily 
applied by spraying. ‘This isaremedy that 
has been found efficacious in protecting the 

rape vine and fruit from rot and mildew. 
ft will also, probably, if usedin time, be 
equally good to prevent potato rot. It is 
also a good disinfectant on the manure 
heap, though ih this fermentation, which 
consists mainly in growing of fungus germa, 
is generally desirable. 

Pueserving Woop.—lailway companies 
make hemlook and other soft woods more 
durable by filling their pores with some 
antiseptic mineral proparation. In this 
way they save a great deal of exponse, be- 
sides the labor of taking up old ties and got. 
ting new ones, Near Chicago a few yoars ago 
hemlock ties preserved by kyanizine were 
examined, that had been laid fifteen to 
twenty years, under heavy traftio, and were 
atillin good condition, Tho method is 
soy good for farmers who have posts or 
other underground wood work to lay, 
and by this process can employ cheap 
woods, as woll as those whose natural dur- 
ability makes them moro expensive. 

Dayina BaunyArnps.—The old-time 
mode of selecting a barnyard was whore its 
water would ran off on surrounding land, 
This was always wasteful, and of late barn- 
yards aro usually made dishing in the con- 
tre, so as to hold the liquid manure that is 
sure to accumulate. But this should not 
be increased, or rathor diluted by rain 
wator from barns or sheds, This rain wator 
jo woll worth the trouble of saving it in 
cisterns for farm stock, and will usually be 
sufliclent for that purpose, If at any time 
ij is likely to overow, the surplus should 
be convoyod away in close pipes, This ie 
better than draining the barnyard direotly, 
as that cannot be done without carrying 
away valuable manuro wator, bosides dan 
gor of avon clogging draing av used,

certainly modes of giving it to any kind of 
stoch, preferable to that of having it oaton 
with the excrement of other animals.. If 
salt alone does not stop this craving, ive 
the cows some bone meal. ; 

Bean Srraw vor Cows.—Where beans 
are grown to any extent, sheep should be 
kept to consume the straw and damaged 
grain. Ono of the advantages of feeding 
these to sheep is that the scattering beans 
will be eaten, which no other farm stock 
can be taught to do. Those who havo 
beans, but no sheep, may, however, feed 
the bean straw to milch cows. Only a 
small quantity should be given daily with 
other provender, It is a rich food, and 
despite its dry, hard character, is excellent 
for making cows give milk in winter.

DR, TALMAGE’'S THIRD SERMON TO 
THE WOMEN OF AMERICA. 


“Broken Promises ‘of Marriage" the Sub- 
Joot of His Discourse=-Betrothal Is an 
‘Ket So ‘Solemn That to Broak It Is an 
Evorinasting Wrong. 


BROOKLYN, Jan. 22,.—Tho Rey. T. De Witt 
Talmage, D. D., preached this morning the 
third Of his series of “Sériions to the Women 
of America, with Important Hints to Men." 
His subject was, “Broken Promises of Mar- 
riage,” and his text from Judges xi, 35; "I 
Ka¥¢ opened my mbuth) unto the Lord, and I 
‘cannot go’! back.” He said: 

Gn, Jeophthah, \'the commander in chief 
of. the Israclitish forces, is ‘buckling on 
the sword for the extermination of the pestif- 
erons  Amuionites, and looking up to the sky 
he promises that if God will give him the 
‘victory he will put todeath and bacrifice as 
a burnt offering the first thing ttt comes 
out from the door of his homestead” when ho 
g008 back. The hurrahing of triumph soon 
runs along the line! of; all the companies, 
regiments and divisions of Jephthah's army. 
A worse beaten endiny tha thosa Ammonites 
never strewed any plain with their'tarcasses, 
Gén. Jephthah; fresh" from bid Victory, ‘is 
now on his Way hone “As be comes over 
the billand through the valleys the whole 
march homeward for his men is'a cheer, but 
for him a great anxiety, for ke remembers 

his volw fo slay ahd Burn tho first thing that 
to greet him after 

his Victory. . :

‘As his) advances upon his home the door 
opens and out.of it;comes one whose appear- 
ance under other circumstances would have 
been an indescribable joy,;but under the 
pledge of a sacrifice tate gent which 
blanches his cheek and paralyzes hik form 
and almost hurls him flat tothe earth. His 
child, his only child, his daughter comes skip- 
ping ont to greet. him, ber step keeping time 
to.a timbrel which ghe shakes, and smites, 
Did ever a conqueror’s cheer end in such a 
bitter groan? No wonder, Dore, in two of 
his masterpieces, presents the scene. And Han- 
dol made it the last and climactrio work of 
his life to put this pathetic and overpowering 
circumstance in an oratorio, seven months 
toiling arhid its majestic harmouies until his 
eyesight gave out; and, as.though the sad 
scene of Jephthah’s daugiiter’s ‘sacrifice were 
too much for mortal vision, the grand old 
mausi¢ian was led blind into the orchestra for 
the first renderihg- of ‘Jephthah,”* All the 
glories of victorious war are blotted out from 
Jephthah's memory, and his banner is folded 
in grief, and his sword goes back into the 
scabbard with dolorous clang, and thé muf- 
fled drum takes the place of the cym- 
bals, and the “tremolo” the place 
of the trumpet, and he) cries out: 
“Alas! my daughter, thou hast brought 
me very low and thou art one of them that 
trouble me; for I bave opened my maith to 
the Lord, and I cannot go back.” During 
two months amid the mountains without 
shelter, the maidens who would have been at 
her wedding ranged with Jepbthah’s daugh- 
ter up and down, bewailing her'comirig sac- 
rifice. 

Commentators and theologians are in dis- 
pute as to whether that girl was slaib or not, 
and as to whether if she were slain it was 
right or wrong in Jepbthah to be the execu- 
tioner, a discussion into which I shal] not be 
diverted from the overmastering corisidera- 
tion that wo had better look out what we 
proinise, better be cautious what engagement 
wo mako, better that in regard to all mat- 
ters of betrothal and plighted vow we feel 
the responsibility, lest we have either to sac- 
rifice the truth or sacrifice an immortal 
being, and we be led to cry out with the 
paroxysm of a Jephthah: “I have opened 
my mouth unto the Lord, and I cannot go 
back.” 

There is one ward in almost all the insane 
asylums and a large region in’ almost every 
cemetery that you need to visit. They aro 
occupied by the men and women who are tho 
victims of broken promises of marriage, The 
women in those wards and in those mortuary 
receptacles are in the majority, because 
woman lives more in her affections than does 
man, and laceration of them in her case is 
more apt to be a dementia and a fatality. In 
some regions of this land the promise of mar- 
riage is considered to have no solemnity or 
binding force, It was only made in fun. 
They may change their mind. The engage 
ment may stand until some one more attract 
ive in person or opulent in estate appears on 
the scene; then the rings are returned and 
the aniatory ‘letters and all relationship 
ceases. And so there are ten thousand Jeph- 
thah's daughters sacrificed as burnt offerings. 
Theo whole subject needs to be taken out of 
the realm of comedy into tragedy, and men 
and women need to understand that, while 
there are exceptions to the rule, once baying 
solemnly pledged to each other heart and 
band, the forfeiture and abandonment of 
that pledge makes the transgressor in the 
sight of God a prejurer, and 60 the day of 
judgment will reveal it. The one has lied to 
the other; and all liars shall have their place 
in the lake that burneth witb firo and brim- 
stone. 

If a man or woman make a promise in the 
business world, is there any obligation to 
falfill it? Ifo man sign a note for five hun- 
dred dollars, ought he to pay it? If a con- 

tract be signed involving the building of a 
house or the furnishing of a bill of goods, 
ought they stand by that contract! ‘Oh, 
yes," always answered. Thon I ask tho 
fiirthor questions; Is the heart, tho happi- 
ness, the welfare, the temporal and eternal 
destiny of a man or woman worth as much 
as the house, worth five hundred dollars,

J 
bave known men betrothed to loving and 
good womanhood resigning their ongagement 
and the victim want down fn hasty consump 
tion, while suddenly the recreant man would 
go up tho aislo of a ohurch tn brilliant bridal 
party, and the two promised "I wit" witb a 
solumnity that seemed insurance of a lifetime 
happiness. But tho simple fact was, that 
was tho first act of a Shakespearcan play on- 
titled, ‘Taming the Shrew,” He found out 
when too late that he bad not married into 
the family of the “Graces” but into the 
family of the ‘‘Furies.” To the day of his 
death the murder of his first betrothal fol- 
lowed him. 

The Bible extols one who “‘swoareth to his 
own burt and changeth not.” That is, when 
you make a promise keep itat all hazards. 
There may be caser where deception has been 
used at the time of engagement, and extrnor- 
dinary circumstances where the promise is 
not binding, but in nine bundred and ninety- 


nine cases out of o thousand engagement is 
as binding as marringe. Robert Burns with 
all his faults well know the force of a marital 
engagement. In obedience to some rustic 
iden he, standing on one side the brook 
Ayr, and Mary Campbell on the other, they 
bathed thoir hands in the water and then 
put them on the boards of the Bible, making 
their pledge of fidelity. On the cover of the 
Old Testament of that book to this day, 
in Robert Burns’ handwriting, may be found 
the words: ‘“‘Leviticus, xix, 12: Ye shall 
not swear by my name falsely; I am the 
Lord.” And on the cover of the New Testa- 
ment, in his own handwriting: ‘Matthew, 
v, 83: Thou shalt not forgwear thyself, but 
shalt perform unto the Lord thine oaths.” 

Suppose a ship captain offers his services 
totake a ship out tosea. After ho gots a lit- 
tle way he comes alongsidéof a vessel with a 
more beautiful flag, and which has perhaps a 
richer cargo and is bound for a moro at- 
tractive port. Suppose he rings a bell for tho 
engineer to slow up ard the wheel stops. Now 
I seo the captain being lowered over the side 
of the vessel into a small boat, and he crosses 
to the gayer and wealthier craft, and climbs 
up the sides, and is séen walking tho 
bridge of the other ship. I pick up his 
resigned speaking trumpet and I shout 
throngh it: “Captain, rhe td does this mean? 
Did you not promise to take this ship to 
Southampton, Englanil!” ‘Yes,” says the 
captain, “but I have changed my mind andI 
have found I can do better, and I am going 
to take charge here. I shall send back to you 
all the létters I got, while managing that ship 
and everything I got from your ship, and it 
will be all right,” You tell me that the worst 
fate for such a captain as that is too good for 
him, But itis just what a man or woman 
does who promises to take one through tho 
voyage of life, across the ocean of earthly 
existence, and then breaks the promise. The 
sending back of all the letters and rings 
and necklaces and keepsakes cannot make 
that right which is in the sight of 
God, and ought to be in the sight of man, 
an everlasting wrong. What American 
society needs to be taught is that bethrothal 
is an act so solemn and tremendous that all 
mien and women must stand back from it 
until they are sure that it is right, and 
sure that it is best, and sure that 
no retreat will be desired. Before that 
promise of lifetime companionship any 
amount of romance that you wish, any 
ardor of friendship, any coming and going. 
But espousal is a gate, a golden gate, which 
one should not pass, unless he or she expects 
never to return. Engagement is the porch 
of which marriage isthe castle, and you have 
no right in the porch if you do not mean to 
pass into tho castle, 

The trouble bas always been that this 
whole subject of affiance has been relegated 
to the realms of frivolity and joke, and con- 
sidered not worth a sermon or even a serious 
paragraph. And so the massacre of human 
lives has gone on and the devil has bad it his 
own cruel way, and what is mightily needed; 
is that pulpit and platform and printing 
press all speak a word of unmistakable and 
thunderous protest on this subject of in- 
finite importance. We put clear out into thin 
poesy’ and light reading the marital en- 
gagements of Petrarch and his Laura, Dante 
and his Beatrice, Chaucer and his Philippa, 
Lorenzo de Medici and bis Lucretia, Spenser 
and his Rosalind, Waller and his Sacchar- 
issa, not realizing that it was the style of 
their engagement that decided their happi- 
ness or wretchedness, their virtue or their 
profligacy. All the literary and military 
and religious glory of Queen Elizabeth's 
reign cannot blot out from one of the 
most conspicuous pages of history her in- 
famous behavior toward Seymour and 
Puilip and Melville and Leicester and 
others. All the ecclesiastical robes that Dean 
Swift ever rustled through consecrated 
places cannot hide from intelligent people of 
all ages the fact, that by promises of mar- 
riage which he never fulfilled, he broke the 
heart of Jane Waring after an engagenient 
of seven yearsand the heart of Stella after 
an engagement of fourteen years, and the 
poetic stanzas he dedicated to their excel- 
lences only make the mure immortal his own 
perfidy. 

“But suppose I should make a mistake,” 
says some man or woran, “and I find it out 
after the engagement and before the mar- 
riage?” My answer is, you have no excuse 
for making a mistake on this subject. There 
are so many ways of finding out all about the 
character and preferences and dislikes and 
habits of a man or woman, that if you have 
not brain enough to form aright judgment 
in regard to him or her, you are notso fit a 
candidate for the matrimonial altar as you 
are for an idiotasylum. Notice what society 
your especial friend prefers, whether he is 
industrious or lazy, whether she is neat or 
slatternly, what books are read, what was 
the style of ancestry, noble or depraved, and 
if there be any unsolved mystery about the 
person under consideration postpone all 
promise until the mystery is solved. 

Jackson's Hollow, Brooklyn, was a part of 
the city not built on for many years, and 
every timo I crossed it I said to myself or to 
others, why is not this land built on! I 
found out afterward that tho title to the 
land was in controversy and no one wanted 
to build thero until that question was do- 
cided. Afterward I understood the title was 
settled, and now buildingsare going up all 
over it. Do not build your happiness for this 
world on a character, masculine or feminine, 
that has not o settled and undisputed title to 
honor and truth, and sobriety and kindness 
and righteousness. 

Ob woman, you have more need to pause be- 
fore making such an important promise than 
man, because if you make a mistake it {s- 
worse for you. If a man blunder about 
promise of marriage, or go on to an unfortu- 
nate marriage, he can spend his evenings 
away, and can go to the club or the Republi- 
can or Democratic headquarters, and absorb 
his mind in city or state or national elections, 
or smoke himself stupid, or drink himself 
drunk, But there is no place of regular re- 
treat for you, oh Woman, nnd you could not 
take narcotics or intoxicants and keep your 
respectability, Before pray 
and think and study and advise. There will 
never again in your earthly history be a 
time when you se much need God. 

It seems to mo that the world ought t 
cast out from business credits and from good 
neighborhood those who boast of the number 
of hearts they have as the Indian 
borsts of the number of scalps he bas taken

And 
they go about drawing rooms and the parlors 
of watering places, simpering and bowing 


and scraping and whispering, and then re 
turn to the club rooms if they be men, or to 
their special gatherings if they be women, to 
chatter and giggle over what was said to 
thom in confidence Condign punishment ia 
apt to come upon them, and they got paid in 
their own coin. I could point you to a score 
whom society has let drop very hard in re 
turn for their base traffic in buman hearts 
As tosuch mon, they walk around in their 
celibacy, after their hair is streaked with 
gray, and pretending they are naturally 
short-sighted when their cyes are so old in 
sin that they need the spectacles of a sep- 
tuagenarian, an eyeglass about No, 8, and 
think they are bewitching in their stride and 
overpowering in their glances, although thoy 
Gre simply laughing stocks for all mankind. 
And if these base dealers in human hearts be 
females, they aro left after a while severely 
alone, striving in a very desperation of 
agony of cosmetics to get back to the at- 
tractiveness they had when they used to brag 
how many masculine affections they had 
slaughtered, Forsaken of God and honest 
men and good women are sure to be all such 
masculine and female triflers with human 
and yet immortal affections. Oh man, oh 
Te having plighted your trotb, stick 
And here my idea widens and I have to 
say not only to those who have mado a mis- 
take in solemn promise of marriage, but to 
those who have already at the altar been pro- 
nounced one when they are two, or in diver- 
eity of tastes and likes and dislikes are 
neither one nor two but a dozen—make the 
best you can of om awful mistake. And here 
let me answer letters that come from every 
state of the American Union, and from 
across the sea, apd are coming year after 
year from men and women who are terrific- 
ally allianced and tied together ina hard 
knot, a very hard knot. The letters run 
something like this: ‘What ought I to do, 
my husband isa drunkardi” ‘My wife is a 
gad about and will not stay at home,” 
“My companion is ignorant and hates books 
and I revel in them.” “I like music and a 
piano sets my husband crazy.” “I am fond 
of social life and my companion is a recluse.” 
“T am trying to be good and my life long as- 
sociate is very bad. Whatshall I dof” My 
answer is, there are certain good reasons for 
divorcement, The Bible recognizes them. 
Good society recognizes them. But it must 
be the very last resort, and only after all 
reasonable attempts at reclamation and ad- 
justment have proved a dead failure, When 
such attempts failit is generally because of 
meddlesome outsiders, and women tell tho 
wronged wife how she ought to stand on her 
rights, and men tell the wronged husband 
how he ought to stand on hisrights. And 


let husband and wife in an unhappy mar- | 


riage relation stand punctiliously on their 
rights, and there will be no readjustment, 
and only one thing will be sure to them, and 
that is a hell on earth. 

If you are unhappily married, in most 
cases I advise you to make the best you can 
of an awfully bad bargain. Do not project 
your peculiarities more than is necessary. 
Perhaps you may have some faults of your 
own which the other party in the marital al- 
liance may have to suffer. You are in the 
same yoke, If you pull aside the yoke will 
only twist your neck. Better pull ahead. 
The world is full of peaple who made mis- 
takes about many things, and among 
other things about betrotbal and mar- 
riage, and yet have been tolerably 
happy and very useful in the strength 
of God, and by the grace promised 
inevery time of need if those who seek it 
conquer the disadvantageous circumstances. 
Iam acquainted with lovely women married 
to contemptible men, and genial men yoked 
with termagants inspired of the devil. And 
yet under these disadvantages my friends are 
useful and happy. God helps people in other 
kinds of martyrdom and to sing in the flame, 
and he will help you in your lifelong misfor- 
tune, 

Remember the patience of Job, What a 
wife he had! At atime whenhe was one 
great blotch of eruptions, and his property 
was destroyed by a tornado, and, more than 
all, bereavement had come and the poor man 
needed al) wise counsel, she advises him to 
go to cursing and swearing. S) wanted 
him to poultice his boils with blasphemy. 
But he lived right on through his marital] 
disadvantages, recovered bis bealth and éor- 
tune and raised a splendid family, and the 
closing paragraph of the Book of Job has 
such a jubilance that I wonder people do not 
oftener read it; 

“So the Lord blessed the latter end of Job 
more than his beginning, for be had four- 
teen thousand sheep, and six thousand camels, 
and a thousand yoke of oxen, and a 
thousand she asses. He had also seven 
sons and three daughters, And he called the 
name of the first Jemima, and the name of 
the second Kezia, and the name of the third 
Kerenhappuch. And in all the land were no 
women found so fair as the daughters of Job, 
and their father gave them inberitance among 
their brethren. After this lived Job ono 
hundred and forty years, and saw his sons, 
and his sons’ sons, even four g@erations. 
So Job died, being old and full of days.” 

Now, my badly married friend of either 
sex, if Job could stand it by the help of God, 
then you can stand it by the samo divine 
re-enforcement. You have other relations, 
oh woman, beside the wifely relation. If you 
aré 4 mother, train up your children for God 
and heaven. If you are a member of ao 
church, help move on its enterprises. You 
can get so much of the grace of God in 
your heart that all your home trials will 
seem insignificant, How little difference 
does it make what your unrighteous husband 
calls you, if God calls you his child and 
you are an heiress of whole kingdoms beyond 
the sky? 

Immerse yourself in some kind of outside 
usefulness, something that will enlist your 
prayers, your sympathies, your band, your 
needle, your voice. Get your hearton fire 
with love toGod and the disenthrallment of 
the buman race, and the troubles of your 
home will be blotted out in the glory of your 
consecrated life. Icry out to you, oh woman, 
as Paul exclaims in his letter to the Cor 
inthians: “‘What knowest thou, oh wife, 
whether thou shalt save thy husband/’ And 
if you cannot save him you can holp in tho 
grander, mightier enterprise of helping savo 
the world, Out of the awful misiako of your 
marriage rise into the sublimest life of self- 
sacrifice for God and suffering bhunianity. 
Instead of settling down to mope over your 
domestic woes, enlist your energics for the 
world's redemption,

The Convert’s Campaign, 

With all the zeal of a new convert the 
Mai! is industrious in its warfare against 
the National Policy, which had its, warm 
and unquestioning support till a few months 
ago. One of its methods isto select from 
the great body of Canadian manufacturers 
the few who for some reason or other say 
they do not care for protection, andy by 
twisting their views a little, pretending 
that ic has ground for asserting that those 
who are interested in Canadian industries 
are longing to be exposed to outside com- 
petition. Out of many thousands it can of 
course find a small percentage of such men 
in exceptional circumstances, 

Oxe of the Mail's carefully selected ox- 
emplars is Mr, Campbell, of London, an ex- 
tensive manufacturer of carriages and wag- 
gous. Nowfrom the very natare of his 
wares, local advantages and hisdistance from 
foreign competition necessarily give him a 
very considerable amount of protection in 
his business apart from any tariff, ao that he 
canjafford to be more independent than some 
others, But he plainly shows what is his 
real grievance against the N.P. Heavers 
that the carriage makers ‘‘now want protec- 
tion against each other.” ‘“‘It used,” he 
says ‘to be protection against the United 
States; now we need protection against 
each other more than against foreign 
competition.”” In other words, Mr, 
Campbell objects to the N. P. because it 
has had its promised effect of stimulating 
internal competition, and he objects to the 
rivalry of Osnadian manufacturers in his 
line, Now this may not suit Mr. Campbell 
and some other manufacturers, but it does 
exactly auit che general community who 
get cheapened goods made at home, The 
N. P., as its advocates always said, was not 
designed to make manufacturers abnormal- 
ly rich, but to foster Canadian industries 
and give Canadian consumers lower prices. 
Mr. Campbell complains because the policy 
has been successful, That his judgment is 
not altogether trustworthy may be seen 
from his calling the Canadian North-West 
a‘‘played-out’market,and from his qupfing 
Jarge purchasers from the United States 
under reciprocity. Does he imagine that 
inviting United States manufacturers to 
flood Canada with their goods would bring 
about another civil war among them, with 
its consequent demand upon vs for sup- 
plies? Another suggestion by Mr. Oamp- 
bell that commercial union would lead to 
Canadians turning to ‘‘specialties’ in man- 
ufacturing, is not so very alluring to the 
general community, which would prefer 
widely diffused local industries capable of 
turpiog out what they require, not a few 
overgrown establishments in some favored 
spot, 

The last words of Mr. Campbell's inter- 
view are especially striking. He says it is 
unjust that the farmers ‘should be burden- 
ed with protection taxes, combines and all 
the reet of it.” Fancy annexing ourselves 
to the United States to escape protection 
taxes and combines | But his real commie 
eration is not fur the farmer but for him- 
self ; his grief is that he cannot tax the 
farmer, that he has to sell his goods to 
the farmer at a lower price than he did be- 
fore the N. P. raised up rivals to compete 
with him. 


a. next example is the Waterous Manu- 
factuting Company at Brantford, It is an 
establishment of which Canadn has every 
reason to be proud, but itis not one thag it 
is fair to quote as typical of Canadian in- 
dustries and their requirements. By valu- 
able patents giving them a monopoly of 
much of their machinery, by exponsive 
patterns that would be costly to duplicate, 
and by the nature of their goods, making 
freight an important consideration, they 
have protection toa large extent. - With 
very commendable enterprise théy have 
perfected certain specialities till they fear 
no competition in certain lines. But there 
are not adozen establishments in Canada 
in the same position as Messre. Waterous, 
and our general policy must be framed not 
80 much in their interest as to that of the 
vast mass of ordinary industries, supplying 
local wants and the requirements of the 
general community. If the Messrs, Water- 
ous are strong enough to need no assistance 
they are the rare exception, and they could 
afford not to grudge the aid given to their 
less flourishing brethron. 

Mr. Slater, a cotton aud woollen manu- 
facturer of Brantford, is another gentleman 
on the Mail's select list. He came out 
from England and started in business. be 
fore the adoption of the N. P. His com 
plaint against it is very similar to that of 
Mr. Campbell. His objection is that un- 
der it he has beon subjected to too much 
competition, small dividends and low prices 
That is unfortunate for the manufacturer, 
but it is not so bad for the community,who 
got these cheap goods made among them,

The report of expenditure from the Lat 
of Deo. Jastup to the 14h of Jan. 1888, 
shows that the bum of 821056 was paid 
out at the close of last session, $109.7) of 
which was in oxcess of the estimated ox 
ponditure for the year 1887, 

That since then the Superintendent ro 
ports au expenditure of $469.37 on account 
of gravel banking, eto. 

That the Superintendent pay Jas. Walch 
$32.50 for gravel banking and H.. Vande- 
waters S4for removing fences to prevent 
snow drifts, 

That the Superintendent and Chairman 
bank gravel as usual along the roads where 
work is to bedone between now and the 
June session, 

That the Treasurer be authorized to pay 
the requisitions of the chairman of gravell- 
ed roads until the next session of this 
Council to the extent of $35. 

That the Superintendent be instructed to 
repair the fence across Ross’ Flats, in the 
4th con, of Thurlow,to prevent snow drifts, 

That in addition to those roads upon 
which all expenditures made by the county 
have been Jaid out directly by, and under 
the supervision of the gravelled roads 
Superintendent for a number of years past, 
the following, lines of roads be assumed by 
by law as County gravelled roads, and 
placed directly under the supervision of the 
Superintendent, viz : 

Road leading from Bogart to Stoco in the 
Township of llungerford, 3 miles. From 
Hazard's Oorners to Allen Settlement 
Church in Madoc, 4 miles. From Gordon's 
bridge southerly to front of 2nd concession 
of Sidney, 14 miles. From Frankford to 
Murray town line, 4 mile, From brick 
schoo] house in bth conceasion Sidney south 
to 3rd con. road, thence easterly to Atkins 
church, 34 miles. From westside of lot 
4 in the 5th cons Thurlow, north: easterly 
to east 4 of lot 10, thence west. to lost 20 
between 6th and 7th con., 44 miles, From 
Lonsdale northerly to 8th con, of Township 
of Tyendinaga, four and half miles, From 
Thwaits’ Corners in Tddor to town line in 
Tudor on St. Ola road 3 miles. From 
Madre gravelled road in 9th con, Hunting: 
don easterly to Hungerford, 5 miles. From 
Wellman's Corners west to 8th con. in the 
Township of Rawdon, 2 miles. From 
Bridgewater northerly toward Flinton in 
E'zevir, one and a half miles; in all 31 
ailes.—Jas Duncan, Chairman. 

Mr. W. R. Aylaworth thought it was a 
move in the wrong direction to adopt more 
mileage of road as county gravel road under 
the supervision of the county superinten- 
dent Hewasin hopes that the mileage 
would be: gradually reduced until the 
different townships should look after their 
own gravel roads with a system of general 
supervision, 

Ne. Veruilyea hoped that a fiuality had 
been reached in the report befyre the 
Council. He was opposed to adopting a 
piece of road here and another there, and 
believed the committee had adopted a 
general scheme to stop this practice. If 
this was not the object of the report “he 
was opposed to it. :

Racing Bulls in France. 

In France there is a breed of cattle called 
the Landaise, These animals are peculiar to 
the department of Landes, where the grass is 
hard and scanty, and’where the agriculture 
is rude indeed. On many of the farms these 
cattle are fed by hand, There are openings 
with wickets in tho wall of the house, which 
faces on the court where the cattle are kept. 
Members of the farmer's household take their 
places by these openings and feed the cattle 
from within, They hand out mouthful after 
mouthful, but so slowly that the animal puts 
its muzzle to the opening and hasevery straw 
carefully tucked in between its jaws, Hour 
after hour is consumed in this kind of feed- 
ing. Sometimes the cow tires before it is 
considered shé has bad enough. In that case 
a piece’ of turnip or choice wisp of hay is 
offered.. The poor brute raises her head to 
the opening only to be fooled and have 
tucked down her throat another bunch of 
coarse straw, It is said to be astonishing 
how little is required to keep the Landaise 
thrifty by these methodical methods of feed- 
ing. 

The Landaise cows, as well as the oxen, 
are worked bard in the fields and om the 
roads, Some of these animals are highly 
prized for their speed, and the most exciting 
features of the programmes of the fairs in 
Landes are the bull races, The consul who 
sent homea picture of a Landaise racer said 
the agility was extraordinary. These ani- 
mals take a trot without being blown. They 
often make long trips, covering forty-five and 
fifty miles ina day, At the games in Landes 
théy are turned loose in a ring, and the ath- 
lete wins the plaudits of the spectators by 
teasing and dodging one of these bulls. The 
performer's greatest’ feat is to advance with 
a in his mouth. The bull charges 
with lowered horns. The athlete nicely cal- 
culates. the distance, and just-as the bull 
reaches him he places a foot between the 
horns and yaults over the bull’s back, being 
aided in the jump by the upward toss of the 
animal's head.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


A Curious and Valuable Book, 

Perhaps the most singular curiosity in the 
book world is a volume that belongs to the 
family of thé Prince de Ligne, and is now in 
France. It is. entitled ‘‘The Passion of 
Christ,” and is neither written nor printed. 
Every letter of the text is cut out of a leaf, 
and, being interleaved with blue paper, is os 
easily read as tho best print. The labor and 
patience bestowed upon its composition must 
have been excessive, especially when the pre- 
cision and the minuteness of the letters are 
considered, The general execution in every 
respect is indeed admirable, and the vellum 
is of the most delicate and costly kind, Ru 
dolph II, of Germany, offered for it in 1640 
11,000 ducats, which was probably equal to 
60,000 at this day. The most remarkable cir- 
cumstance connected with this literary treas- 
ure is that it bears the royal arms of Eng 
land; but when it was in that country, and 
by whom owned, has never been ascertained.

them had to travel 30, 40, and 50 milos to a rail 
way station for coal, ouly to find that there was 
nope to be bad, Tho roads were worked to their 
utwost capacity, yet they could not supply all 
who peeded fuel In one place the care were 


atopped by the citizens, who were ready to per 

ish, acd they helped themarlves to what they 

wanted. Many persons have been frozen to 
| death, and many who have not actnally perished 
| with cold have endured great suffering.—Mont 
| real Star. 


This had nothing to do with the recent 
blizzards in the west, referring to a period 
two wooks before they cccurred. The ob 
joot of this letter is to point out that we 
have been bringing ourselves down to the 
same level, Thorough examination has 
brought out the fact that throughout the 
| older districts of Ontario, roturns having 
been received from 160 townships besides 
those personally oxamined, that at the pre 
sent rate of use, fifteen years will exhauat 
the average supply of firewood now stand- 
ing. 

Kansas lies close to heavily wooded 
territories, and is in one portion itselfa 
wooded State—a portion about one-fifth of 
its area, It has alao woods along its streams, 
and is about as older Ontario would be were 
her firewood exhausted, that is, there is 
muoh wood conterminovs, but its carriage 
makes it dearer than coal. The lesson to 


be learned is that Ontario farmers should 
either presorve the bush they haye, which 
is best done by excluding cattle, or plant a 
good belt of timber for themselves, Some 
are doing this but not nearly enough in 
number. The coming spring ought to see 
a great deal done in planting.

To the Editor of the Intelligencer : 

S1x,—I desire, with your kind permis: 
sion, to take the opportunity afforded me 
by the Rev, A. Browning's attack upon me 
in your issue of Friday to state more fully 
than your report of the Council proceedings 
did, the position 1 deemed it right to take 
respecting the petition to reduce the num- 
ber of licenses to sell liquor in the city. 

I am as desirous of promoting true tem- 
perance as Mr. Browning is, but I have no 
faith in hasty and intemperate action, 
Legislation, to be effective, must be such 
as can be enforced, and to be enforced in 
this, or any other community, it must haye 
the weight of public sentiment in its sup- 
port. 1 believe in the rule of the majority 
in every matter thataffectsthe people. It 
may be wrong, and often is, but the minor- 
ity must be content to bow to it, exercising 
at the same time, if they desire, the right 
to labor for a change. Now, in asking the 
Council to commence repressive measures 
against the liquor, dealers, the promoters 
could not show that they represented the 
woight of public sentiment, or the desire 
of the majority. They might have obtain- 
ed an expression of the people’s will at the 
polls during the recont elections; and, in 
my humble judgment, this is what they 
should have asked last year’s Council to 
procure. Had the question been sub- 
mitted, and had the people declared by 
their votes that the number of liconses 
should be reduced, the present Council 
would have beon bouad to give effect to 
the decision, 

Besides the arguments used above, I 
pointed out that in the event of a reduc- 
tion being ordered by the Oouncil now, we 
had no guarantee, perhaps not even a hope, 
that the most deserving 25 men of the 34 
at present in the business—those who are 
willing to respect the law—would be the 
ones permitted to continuo their trade, as 
the granting of the licenses was in the 
power of another body. It was in this 
connection I stated that when the To- 
ronto Council ordered a reduction in the 
number of licenses in that city, that owing 
to the exercise of unworthy influences un- 
deserving men were allowed to continue, 
while men who obeyed the law, and had 
had their capital invested in the trade for 
years were summarily deprived of their 
business without componsation. Notwith- 
atanding Mr. Browning's excited exclama- 
tion marks, I venture again to express the 
opinion that injustice was done, 

1 also stated that I believed that the re- 
duction in the number of licenses would 
not diminish the consumption of liquor, 
but simply give 25 men the monopoly of 
the trade formerly done by 34, and de- 
prive the city of so much revenue. It is 
only a few steps (nearly altogether on one 
strevt) from one tayern to another, and the 
closing of a few of them would in no degree 
diminish temptation. ln my opinion the 
question raised is not that of liquor or no 
liquor. I stated in Council that when that 
question is reached—when it comes to the 
mattor of deciding whether in this Domin- 
ion there shall be absolute prohibition of 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicants, I 
shall vote for a measure that will carry it 
into effect, and that will, at the same time, 
give reasonable opportunity for tho capital 
embarked in the trade to seek other chan- 
nels, 

Mr. Browning is wrong in stating that 
the petition did not receive ‘* considerate 
courtesy.” I brought it before the Execu- 
tive Committee at its firat meeting. I re 
ported it to the Council immediately, and 
instead of being sholved or killed without 
debate by technicalities, as it might have 
been, it obtained in Uommittee of the 
Whole the amplest consideration, and was 
fully and freely discussed. The direct is 
sue, embodied in my resolution, which was 
studiously couched in respectful language, 
was voted upon by the Council, Refusal 
of a thing can be characterized by consider- 
ation and courtesy ; they certainly marked 
the dealings of the Council with the 

petition, 

Mr. Browning's charge that | have de-

The Federal Bank, 


Toronto, Jan. 28.—Depositors and hold- 
ers of Federal bank notes crowded into the 
bank to-day, but as their demands were 
met as rapidly as possible there was no 
cause for excitement. There is a general 
feeling that in taking the public into its 
contideuce the bank averted a disastrous 
run and collapse. 

The outstanding note circulation is about 
three-quarters of a million and it will be 
redeemed by any of the banks or by the 
Federal on presentation. The deposits are 
about two millions and these will be paid 
forthwith. If the Federal cannot realize on 
its assets sufficiently fast to do this the 
other banks have agreed to furnish the 
money necessary. So that depositors will 
be paid off at once. The head office will 
be kept open as usual. [t will not, how- 
ever, receive deposits nor pay out notes. 
It will redeem its bills, pay depositors and 
make such arrangements with its customers 
as the circumstances suggest. The out- 
side agencies will be closed as soon as por. 
sible and the staff paid off. Thecustomers 
of the bank are free to go where they see 
fit. The Commerce seems to be showing 
considerable activity in taking over the 
business of the Federal. They will get the 
North Toronto business. ‘Tbe London ager, 
cy, which did a large line, will be divided 
up among the banks doing business in that 
city. Mr. Hamniond says the shareholders 
will realize 70 to 80 cents on the dollar, and 
perhaps better. The liquidation will pro- 
ceed rapidly and without outside interfer- 
ence, and at as little cost as possible. 

Tho Federal was started with a million 
or sv of capital, which, in times of inflation, 
was increased to three millions, Thi float- 
ing of this new stock was made an immense 
stock jobbirg deal, in which fortunes were 
made, and still larger fortunes were lost. 
When the great drop in Federal came, a 
million and a half of stock was wiped 
out to make room for losses dustained by 
bad debts, and many persons were wreck- 
ed, Nearly every stock-broker had to 
pass through the fiery furnace ; the share- 
holders lost sixty to seventy per cent. of 
their investment (they bought mostly at a 
premium), and the concerns that lent 
money on the inflated stock were heavy 
losers. Many a man is still suffering to- 
day from the effects of that even, : 

The new management, it was hoped, 
would revivify the concern, but it has nut 
succeeded. The running expenses were 
high, altogether too high for the earning 
capacity of the capital, And this perhaps 
was the reason why Mr. Nordheimor could 
not agreo with Mr, Yarker. Some- 
how the public avoided the bank, perhaps 
because they imagined that aome of those 
who were in the adminstration also dis- 
trusted it and secured themselves in ad- 
vance, At all events, since the Central 
trouble over a million and a half of the 
Federal’s_deposits have been withdrawn.

A correspy espondent in inton unty, 
Michigsn, states his experience as follows :

County; no mortgage on it. We are four 
in the family, all work and live economical: 
ly, and ) can say truthfully that the profits 

_for the Jast three years have not exceeded 
$300 per year. 1 have mado money at farm- 
ing and paid for my farm, but since Con- 
gress has been tinkering with the tariff on 
wool we have been making less, and land is 
depreciating in value. Taxes are getting 
higher every year, all State officers want 
their salaries increased, all want the Labor 
-yote, and when they get it they pay for it 
out of the farmer's pocket. 

This not very flattering statement is 
followed by this from a correspondent at 
Wheaton, Illinois : 

How does nin pay? In some parts 
of the West, in 1887, well; but in a far 
greater part poorly. 

No better than Canada as yet, and this, 
from Marshalltown, lowa, is not a whit 
more encouraging to the faddists : 

Wo are situated in a very fine part of Oen- 
pal lowa, but droughts the two last years 

ve affected us very much. ‘‘ What pro- 
portion of farms are mortgaged ?’’ Fifty per 
cent., and to the extent of twenty-five to 
fifty per cent. of value. 

Ontario is not quite as bad as that yet; 
but the following, from Charlton, Saratoga 
County, New York, is considerably better : 
~ Twould say that in this locality at least 
one-half have increased their capital, and 
are prosperous farmers. Nearly all of the 
im roved kinds of machinery are used to a 

like extent, and improved stock is being 
bred. Many have built new houses or 

barns,somo both, and there seems to be a 
ride in having better buildings, add ‘*fix- 

Ey up generally.” About one-third of the 
farms are mortgaged, though not many to 
a large amount, probably averaging about 
one third of the valuation. Corn, oats, 
buckwheat, potatoes, rye and grass are the 
principle products. Which is the most 
profitable is a question hard to answer— 
probably corn, oataand grass. In regard 
to income and expenditures: I think the 
average income is about eight hundred 
dollars, while the expenditures vary ac- 
cording to indebtedness and improvements 
to be made. 

Saratoga County is one of the best and 
most favorably situated counties in New 
York State, but still, with all the alleged 
advantages of absolutefree trade with all 
parts of the United States, its farmers are 
not—to say the least—any better off than 
the farmers of Ontario. 

Woe submit that, on the evidence already 
adduced, the falsity of the allegation has 
been conclusively proven ; but we will not 
close our case at present, as the Witness 
may supply further evidence.

He might, for 
aught he knew, be an accomplice of the 
prosecutors in the case, 

His Honor decided that the matter should 
go on as an ordinary case without the evi- 
dence of Bourassa, and if Mr. McShane 
was found guilty of the charges proferrd 
agaiust him he would be punishable for it, 

Damuse Emond, carter, Laprairie, was 
called to the witness box and before giving 
his evidence he placed himself under the 
protection of the court. He declared that 
on polling day he had not been ailowed to 
yote for Dr, Brisson under the pretext that 
he had received the sum of $10. 

“Will you say,” asked Mr. G. Bissillon, 
Q. C., the prosecuting attorney, ‘‘under 
what circumstances you received that 
money ?” 

About eight o'clock a.m., on voting 
day,” answered the witness, ‘‘a stranger 
entered my house, He asked me for whom 
[ proposed to vote, I said I did not know, 
‘Will you vote for Goyette?’ said he, 1 
said I would not. “If I pay you, will 
you?’ I repeated ‘no," He then offered 
me $10 and I said I would consult my 
wife. She was saying her prayers in her 
bedroom, and when she answered my call 
1 told the stranger to make his arrange- 
ments with her.” 

** Was he English 7’ asked Mr. Bissillon, 

** L can’t say,” said witness, ‘* but he had 
an English accent. He asked my wife if 
she would consent, and she answered that 
she did not understand him. He then 
rushed into my bedroom and my wife re- 
marked that he was an effronte. He re- 
turned a moment alter and left the house, 
Scarcely had he left when Aime Bourassa 
entered and said: * You are going to vote 
for Goyette?’ I answered that I would ncb 
do so even if I were offered $100. 

* Well, good-bye,’ said he taking my 
hend. He rushed out and two $5 bills weré 
in my hand. I gaye the money to Rev, 
Abbe Bourgeau, the parish priest. I was 
informed that the stranger was Hon, Mr, 
McShane.” 

Emond’s evidence was unshaken in his 
cross examination, and his wife, who fol- 
lowed, corroborated his testimony even in 
the minutest details. 

Francois Houle, another carter, of La- 
prairie, had driven Hon. Mr. McShane and 
Aime Bourassa to Emond’s house on poll- 
ing day. Mr. McShane entered and when 
he returned they drove to the G. T. R. de- 
pot and Mr. McShane told section foreman 
Laplante: ‘‘lamthe Hon. James Mec- 
Shane, the Minister of Public Works, and 
the employees of the company must. vote 
for Goyette. If you vote against Goyette 
you vote against the company that employs 
you |” Wautness then drove off with M, 
McShane and Mr, Bourassa. The two 
fatter entered a field where two men were 
at work. As they were long away, witness 
went to them and told them it was useless 
to try to corrupt the men, Inhis presence 
one of the men, named Dupuis, said that 
he would not vote because he would there- 
by be forced to lose a day. 

**T will pay your day,” retorted Bourassa, 
and he thrust aone dollar bill into his 
pocket, but it was immediately thrown 
back at him. 

Section foreman Laplante declared that 
on voting day a stranger had walked up to 
him and said his name was McShane. He 
was accompanied by Aime Bourassa, and 
Francois Houle. He declared he had been 
sent by the G. T, R. authorities to inform 
the men that they had to vote for Goyette. 
He then saw other employes and told them 
not to vote at all rather than vote against 
Goyette. 

The Court took recess at one o'clock, 

At the afternoon session Cure Bourgeault 
identified the receipt that he had given for 
the two five dollar bills when placed in his 
hands. The witnesses were even more 
severe in their testimony against the Min- 
ister than those examined in the morning. 
Napoleon Ouimet, a laborer in the employ 
of the Grand Trunk, swore positively that 
Hon. Mr. McShane had told him that if 
he voted against Goyette he would run the 
risk of losing his place, A. Dupuis also 
testified that while working ina field Mo- 
Shano and Bourassa had come to him and 
upon his telling them that he did not want 


to voto Mr, McShane took money from his 
pocket and passed it to Bourassa, who in 
turn tried to put a bill in Dupuis’ pocket 
but the latter would not have anything to 
do with it. Mr, Geotfrion failed to shake 
in the slightest degree the testimony and 
the case of the petitioner was closed, with 
the exception of Aime Bourassa’s evidence, 
A rule of the court was grantod against 
him, returnable on Thursday, but of covuree 
he will not be found. It was thought that 
with Bourassa out of the country the evi 
dence of the other witnesses would not be 
strong enough, but the contrary has turn- 
ed out to be the case. » Mr. Gooflrion being 
asked if he had any proof in rebuttal omil- 
od and said he would haye to consult his 
olient. The court was therefore adjourned 
until Thursday,

Central Bank Swindles, 

MORE RASCALITY REVEALED—CASHIER ALLEN 
A TOOL IN THE HANDS OF SHARPERS 
—THE MISSING CASHIER 
HEARD FROM. 

Toxonro, Jan. 20.—A large number of 
additional revelations were made yesterday 
with reference to Central Bank swindles, 
Jas, R. Roaf, solicitor for R. 1. G. Barnett, 
delivered to the Master-in-Ordinary letters 
which pass: d between bis client and Cash 
ier Allon. These documents show that in 
Januury, 1887, Barnett commenced to 
press Allen for money and credit, and evi- 
dently succeeded. Letters also show that 
Barnett was denounced to Allen as ascound- 
rel, and Blain, Fresident of the Bank, 
was warned that Allen was apliant tool in 
the hands of Barnett by letters from 8. G. 
Barnard, counciilor-at-law, New York. 
Mr. Itoaf gave evidence to the effect that 
before the failure of the Bank Magnus 
Davis had told him of a conspiracy formed 
between the brokers in Montreal to bear 
che stock of the Central with the object of 
selling short. 

The private examination of A, E, Cox 
was made public on Saturday, It shows 
that Cox and Baxter acted jointly in obtain: 
ing $40,000 in deposit receipts from Allen, 
for which they gave him paper executed by 
various firms, Cox got half, It is also 
stated by Cox that Baxter gave him a 
bundle of papers vo give to Allen, and that 
they were delivered up when Allen issued 
another $30,000 to them. 

Mr, Foster, Q. C., counsel for the bank, 
atated that there was $174,000 on the wrong 
side of Cox's account, 

D. Mitchell McDonald, Central Bank 
Director, who left the city last Monday, 
has assigned his estate forthe benefit of Cen- 
tral Bank creditors. The estate is said to 
be worth about $200,000, but is heavily en- 
cumbered. The assignee states he is in 
complete ignorance of McDonald's where 
abouts, the assignnient having been made 
through his solicitors. 

BROKER E. 8. COX AT CLEVELAND, 


Creveranp, O., Jan. 29.—E. Strachan 
Cox, broker, of Toronto, is in this city,and 
has been stopping here for a few days past 
under an assumed name. — He registered at 
the Weddell House as **W. D. Darling, 
Hamilton, Ont.” He at first attempted to 
conceal his identity, but finally gave in. 


Though at first relyctant to make any state- |' 


ment for publication, Mr. Cox at last un- 
bosomed himse!f. 

The interview was in substance: ** Why 
fre you in Cleveland under an assumed 
name }”’ 

**That’s easily explained. 1 knew if I 
came here and registered as ‘ E. 8, Cox, of 
Toronto,’ that 1 would be overwhelmed with 
reporters and would have no peace or com- 
fort, so I concluded to carry another name 
for the time being. I came here a week ago 
Saturday, and shall remain here until my 
affairs are in such a shape that 1 can form 
some estimate as to how I stand. I am not 
in any way responsible for the failure of the 
Central Bank. The published statements 
have done mea great injustice. My failure 
was brought about by too great an expan- 
sion of my business. 1 had too many irons 
in the fire. I have been in the brokerage 
business 16 years, and had nearly fifty ex- 
changes throughout Canada, Then, too, the 
failure of the Central Bank crippled me.” 

** Will you return to Oanada %”

Mr. Cox was very nervous and excited 
during the interview.
